'Star Search' finals

T he lively Lush Lounge piano bar 
on Post and Polk was packed 
Sunday night, January 19, with revel¬ 
ers and well-wishers celebrating the 
return to San 
Francisco of 
Spencer Day - 
their favorite 
jazz crooner, 
piano player, 
songwriter and 
band leader - 
from his win¬ 
ning appear¬ 
ances January 
15 and 16 on 
CBS’ Star 
Search, hosted 
in Hollywood by Arsenio Hall. 

Showing far more flair, vocaT agili¬ 
ty, and dashing charm than he could 
possibly have put across to a national 
audience via his brief Star Search ap¬ 
pearances, Day, who is gay, and his 
bandmates at the Lush Lounge ren¬ 
dered several lively sets of mainly jazz 
standards, urged on by a hugely ap¬ 
preciative audience including Lush 
Lounge co-owner Steven Black, who 
along with co-owner Kenny Meade 
has given Day’s singing career a huge 
push by offering him a great place to 
play, along with an audience that Day 
has come to know as friends. More¬ 
over, it was Meade who urged Day to 
audition for Star Search, thus setting 
in motion the 24-year-old San Fran¬ 
cisco resident’s meteoric rise as Best 
Adult Vocalist in the Star Search semi¬ 
finals, witnessed by millions of view¬ 
ers. Day now gears up for the final 
round of Star Search competition to 
air live (delayed for the West Coast) 
on CBS on February 6. The winner 
receives $100,000 and a recording 
contract with Sony. 

For those who know and adore 
Day - and the young singer has many, 
many friends in San Francisco who 
have experienced his “Crimson Club” 
performances at the Stud bar or have 
downed martinis at the Lush Lounge 
as he played piano and sang his heart 
out - his capturing the victory in the 
Adult Singer category came as no sur¬ 
prise. In fact, the surprise is that the 
American public - voting from home 
via e-mail during the broadcast - ap¬ 
parently recognizes what “celebrity 
judges” Naomi Judd, Ben Stein, and 
Carol Leifer, along with “guest judges” 
Lance Bass (January 15) and Tyrese 
(January 16), obviously missed: Day 
is one of the great jazz/pop singers of 
our time. 

The way it happened, with the 
celebrity judges’ decision overturned 
by “America,” and Hall flummoxed 
over what to do about the apparent tie

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LGBTs march in huge 
SF antiwar demo 


T housands of gays and lesbians joined 
tens of thousands of others and 
marched peacefully in the demon¬ 
stration against the war on Iraq held in San 
Francisco last Saturday, January 18. 

Attendance figures for the march varied 
widely. Initially, San Francisco police put the 
crowd at 55,000. March organizer Interna¬ 
tional ANSWER, or Act Now to Stop War and 
End Racism, insisted that about 200,000 peo¬ 
ple participated. By Monday, police revised 
their count upward and said about 150,000 
people took part in the march and a rally that 
followed in Civic Center Plaza. 

San Francisco Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
called the crowd, which marched from Justin 
Herman Plaza to the Civic Center, an “ebul¬ 
lient cross section of people.” Some gays and 
lesbians marched in an organized contingent, 
called Out Against the War, while others were 
scattered throughout the march, many sport¬ 
ing rainbow flags. 

But one group, led in part by organizers of 
a group called Gay Shame, broke away from 
the main rally, became violent, and broke 
windows at the Immigration and Naturaliza-

Massacre shocks South 
Africa's gay community

A s Cape Town police search for the 
perpetrators and a motive behind a 
massacre at a popular gay massage 
parlor that left eight men dead, killed execu¬ 
tion style, friends of the victims say it was a 
homophobic attack. 

While police believe the attack is related 
to organized crime and possibly drugs, those 
who knew the men say it is likely related to 
homophobia. 

“This is a case of police not recognizing 
homophobia when they see it,” said Bruce 
Nickerson, a San Mateo County attorney 
who befriended Eric Ottgar, owner of the 
massage parlor called Sizzlers, four years ago. 
“I think [the drug angle] is a convenient ex¬ 
cuse on the part of police who can’t admit to 
the homophobia before them. To my knowl¬ 
edge, this guy was scrupulous.” 

Ottgar, 47, and the bodies of six men were 
discovered early Monday, January 20 in a 
white, red-tiled bungalow in the Sea Point 
area of Cape Town. Three other victims, 
badly wounded, were rushed to the hospital. 
One died a short while later, while the other 
two remain in serious condition. 

According to police, the first officers at the 
scene found the inside of the house covered 
with blood. The victims had been herded into 
one room where the slayings occurred. Their 
attackers had bound their mouths, feet, and 
wrists with duct tape then shot the men and 
slit their throats. 

Police said that along with Ottgar, the 
other victims were male sex workers he em¬ 
ployed. According to police, no customers 
were at the business during the time of the 
attacks. 

A popular venue with locals and touristt? 
Sizzlers was one of the oldest gay massage 
parlors in the country. Nickerson said he first 


visited the establishment after inquiring with 
a bartender at a gay bar where to go to find 
attractive young men. 

“He told me Sizzlers. It’s in a small, very 
typical cottage-type residence with a very 
warm, homey atmosphere,” said Nickerson. 

During his first visit, Nickerson met 
Calvin Louw, and subsequently asked Ottgar 
if the young man could spend the next week 
traveling with him. 

“That week we fell in love. Since then we 
have gone all over the world. I love him dear¬ 
ly,” said Nickerson, who owns a flat with his 


boyfriend in Cape Town and visits four times 
a year. 

Louw and others who either worked for 
Ottgar or knew the men killed are grief 
stricken over the horrible murders, said Nick¬ 
erson, who learned of the attacks after Louw 
called him. 

“They are just absolutely panic stricken,” 
he said of his friends back in Cape Town. “I 
just got off the phone with my son who is 26 
and has gone to Africa with me. He has a 
boyfriend there who used to work at Sizzlers.

OCC chief Mary Dunlap dies

M ary Dunlap, the un¬ 
flappable head of the 
San Francisco Office of 
Citizen Complaints and 
the attorney who argued 
before the U.S. Supreme 
Court against the U.S. 

Olympic Committee dur¬ 
ing the fight over the use of 
the term “Gay Olympics,” 
died Friday, January 17 
after a lengthy battle with 
cancer. She was 54. 

According to a Web site 
started by Ms. Dunlap and 
her partner, Maureen 
Mason, after she became ill in September 
2001, Ms. Dunlap died at home surround¬ 
ed by family and friends. 

The OCC, as it is known, was created by 
a voter-initiated amendment to the City 
Charter. The office investigates complaints 
against San Francisco police officers and is 


under the direct supervi¬ 
sion of the Police Commis¬ 
sion. Dunlap was named 
head of OCC in 1996. 

Pat Norman, a longtime 
lesbian activist who served 
on the Police Commission 
and is currently a member 
of the Fire Commission, 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
Tuesday, January 21 that 
Dunlap will be sorely 
missed. 

“She was the first per¬ 
son who was able to ac¬ 
complish setting up that 
office to be effective,” Nor¬ 
man said, referring to 
OCC. “She was an incredi¬ 
bly active woman and she was an advocate 
and champion for the rights of all people.” 

During her tenure on the Police Com¬ 
mission, Norman said she worked closely 
with Ms. Dunlap. 

“She was unflappable,” Norman said. 
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Felicia Park-Rogers

he was the first paid staff 
person for Children of Les- 
bian and Gays Everywhere, 
and she served as its first paid ex¬ 
ecutive director, a post she’s held 
for the past six years. And now, 
after having her own child, Felicia 
Park-Rogers has announced she is 
resigning from the organization 
she helped to build into a local 
powerhouse and national pres¬ 
ence. 

Park-Rogers, 31, had been on 
maternity leave since the birth of 
her son, Benjamin Jonah Park 
Rogers Timoner, born to Park- 
Rogers and her partner, Rachel Ti¬ 
moner, just over four months ago. 
Although Park-Rogers left her 
work options open, she said, “I 
just fell in love. It’s pretty amaz¬ 
ing,” and she has decided to be a 
full-time parent. 

“I have had the privilege of 
working with so many amazing, 
inspiring, brilliant people to sup¬ 
port and fight for justice for LGBT 
people and their families,” Park- 
Rogers wrote in her resignation 
letter that was e-mailed to CO¬ 
LAGE supporters earlier this 
month. “There have been many 
extraordinary moments 
whether they were achieving leg¬ 
islative victories or witnessing the 
inner healing of fellow CO- 
LAGErs.” 

Under Park-Rogers, COLAGE 
thrived, increasing its annual bud¬ 
get from $2,000 to $200,000; ex¬ 
panding its programs; and step¬ 
ping up its advocacy efforts, in¬ 
cluding training countless youth 
who have become activists and 
leaders for LGBT rights. 

“We have been at the center of 
a massive cultural shift in the per¬ 
ception of gay families,” said Park- 
Rogers, noting that COLAGE 
members have been featured on 
MTV and in the New York Times , 
and were responsible for the 
largest LGBT family gathering 
ever at the 2000 Millennium

March on Washington, a “bright 
spot” amidst the controversy of 
the event. 

“What I did was I just kept 
working to build a bridge between 
people who are queer and the gen¬ 
eration of people who are growing 
up with them,” Park-Rogers told 
the Bay Area Reporter in an inter¬ 
view Monday, January 20. “This 
community is a lot bigger than the 
people who identify as LGBT. If 
you grow up living and breathing 
this stuff and don’t even think 
about it, it’s who you are. It’s part 
of your history and in your 
bones.” 

Park-Rogers, herself openly bi¬ 
sexual and the daughter of queer 
parents, was featured in the docu¬ 
mentary The Castro , which pro¬ 
filed her relationship with her fa¬ 
ther, Walter Park, who is the di¬ 
rector of the Mayor’s Office on 
Disability. Father and daughter 
now live in the Haight-Ashbury 
District. Park-Rogers was also the 
recipient of the prestigious 
Stonewall Award in 2000 for her 
work on behalf of LGBT families. 

Preserving the spirit of the or¬ 
ganization, said Park-Rogers, was 
important to her, as witnessed by 
the fact that COLAGE’s board 


chair is 21-year-old Kate Ranson- 
Walsh, who has served on the 
board for six years. 

And while Park-Rogers joking¬ 
ly refers to her fellow COLAGE 
members as “a big family of hy¬ 
phenated names,” a lot of serious 
work has been done on her part to 
make LGBT families a key part of 
the queer movement, including 
building a space for kids of queer 
parents in the LGBT Community 
Center. 

This is not, said Park-Rogers, 
to be mistaken for mainstreaming 
or heterosexualizing the queer 
movement. 

“What we’re a part of is what I 
call ‘queering the family’; what 
we’ve done is actually extremely 
radical,” said Park-Rogers. “Our 
families are really amazing exam¬ 
ples to the rest of the world that 
there is no cookie cutter mold to 
families. The diversity of our 
forms and structures questions 
the status quo. And children of 
LGBT people are coming of age in 
a way that includes more freedom 
of gender expression, more open- 
mindedness, and more sensitivity 
to issues of discrimination around 
race, class, gender, and sexuality. 
It’s the radical right’s worst fear.” 

A replacement for Park-Rogers 
has not yet been found. 

COLAGE’s Beth Teper, who 
has been serving as interim execu¬ 
tive director, said that the “transi¬ 
tion has been emotionally hard” 
since Park-Rogers announced her 
resignation, “but we’re still busy as 
ever, and it’s been pretty seam¬ 
less.” Teper is considering a board 
offer to take over the position full¬ 
time. 

But Park-Rogers will not be 
dropping out of the COLAGE pic¬ 
ture entirely. She has vowed to be 
a donor and a volunteer, and to 
help in any way she can. 

“COLAGE is sort of my fifth 
limb,” said Park-Rogers, adding 
that a to-be-announced party in 
the spring will allow community 
members to celebrate her tenure. 
“I’m not just going to disappear.” V 


20th annual TG Cotillion this Saturday

E veryone is welcome to at¬ 
tend San Francisco’s biggest 
coming out party - in more 
ways than one - on Saturday, Jan¬ 
uary 25, when Transgender San 
Francisco hosts its 20th annual 
“Cotillion,” a Southern-style 
debutante ball billed as the na¬ 
tion’s premier transgender event. 
This year’s cotillion is at the 


San Francisco Design Center, 101 
Henry Adams Street. Doors open 
at 5 p.m. 

Although traditionally an 
evening for the ladies, the cotillion 
is increasingly recognizing and in¬ 
cluding FTM individuals, and this 
year’s “Debutante Walk” will in¬ 
clude a “Guy’s Walk,” for all trans¬ 
genders to “come out” to society, 
according to organizers. 

The cotillion program also fea¬ 
tures an awards ceremony, recog¬ 


nizing people who have made sig¬ 
nificant contributions to the 
transgender community; a com¬ 
memoration ceremony, to honor 
lost community members; and of 
course, the pageant, judged by a 
10-member-plus panel including 
GLBT historian Dr. Susan Stryk¬ 
er; plastic surgeon Dr. Robert 
Brink; assistant district attorney 
Jim Hammer; and Mr. and Miss

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Pride lost money in ’02

’ an Francisco’s Pride Com¬ 
mittee revealed January 14 
that it lost $30,000 on last 
year’s parade in part because a 
major sponsor, AT&T, reneged on 
its pledge commitment. 

AT&T withdrew its $25,000 
sponsorship on April 25, 2002 
about two months.before the cel¬ 
ebration date. According to Pride 
Executive Director Teddy Wither- 
ington, the company had signed a 
legally-binding agreement. 

“But the last thing you want to 
do is spend more money in legal 
costs,” Witherington said. 

Ultimately the committee ne¬ 
gotiated with AT&T, got a $5,000 
donation, and released the com¬ 
pany from its obligation. 

Since 1998 the committee has 
accumulated a reserve of approx¬ 
imately $ 100,000 and will use part 
of that fund to pay its bills. But as 
a result of the deficit, the commit¬ 
tee plans a 2003 celebration that 
will be about 7 percent smaller in 
dollar terms than last year’s. 

According to its financial 
records, the committee’s largest 
income category is corporate 
sponsorship, which makes up 35 
percent of the group’s approxi¬ 
mately $1.1 million budget. 

Pride’s overall corporate spon¬ 
sorship was down by $80,000 last 
year, compared to 2001, or about 
20 percent. 

Some critics have said that 
Pride’s percentage of corporate 
sponsorship is too high, not just 
because it makes the committee 


reliant on corporate targeted mar¬ 
keting dollars, which flee in hard 
economic times, but because of 
the threat of censorship. 

“I have no criticism of the 
Pride Committee. They have tried 
to reflect what the community 
wanted. They are extremely de¬ 
mocratic,” said activist and AIDS 
quilt founder Cleve Jones. “But 
Pride has been relentlessly de- 
politicized. Our community has 
become sophisticated, say jaded,” 
Jones said, demanding more and 
more extravagant displays and 
events. 

Jones warned that relying on 
corporate dollars also limits the 
parade’s political activism. “Peo¬ 
ple are so good at self-censorship. 
It’s not like AT&T sends a memo 
‘don’t say anything political.’ They 
don’t need to.” 

Pride President Joey Cain vig¬ 
orously disputed the notion that 
corporate sponsors exert any in¬ 
fluence over Pride’s message but 
said that Pride is forced to take 
corporate money. 

“The city’s not sponsoring 
these events,” Cain said. “It’s not 
an easy choice. I’d love to see us 
not taking corporate money. But 
the fact that we do have the num¬ 
bers that show up indicates to me 
that that’s what people want.” 

Another major part of the 
committee’s financial puzzle is the 
support it gets from San Francis¬ 
co’s government coffers. Last year 
the parade got $84,000 from the 
city’s Grants for the Arts program, 
plus another $20,000 in the form 
of a liability insurance policy, 
bringing the city’s total contribu¬ 


tion to around $104,000. 

But the city also charges the 
committee for things like police 
overtime, due to go up by $17,500 
this year, cleanup, and other ser¬ 
vices for a total, Witherington 
said, of about $80,000, essentially 
zeroing out the city’s cash contri¬ 
bution. 

Cain said that the celebration 
brings the city government lots of 
economic benefits, not least of 
which is what he estimated is a $2 
million bump in hotel tax rev¬ 
enues during Pride Week. 

Witherington said that in spite 
of the looming deficit, the com¬ 
mittee increased the amount it 
gave back to its partner charities 
last year by 22 percent from 
$114,000 in 2001, to a record 
$140,000. 

The committee increased its 
community donations, even in the 
face of a projected loss for the 
Pride Committee because, With¬ 
erington said, partner charity 
give-backs are determined by bev¬ 
erage sales and day-of-event gate 
donations by individuals, which 
were up. Witherington also said 
that he did not want to reduce the 
amount going to the charities, 
which participate in the event by 
staffing the beverage booths and 
donation gates, because raising 
money for them is “the commit¬ 
tee’s mission.” 

Witherington took over man¬ 
agement of Pride in 1997, when 
the deficit ran to a staggering 
$160,000. Many credit Withering¬ 
ton with reducing the deficit and 
note that the committee has been

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DPH deems ‘Healthy 
Penis’ ads a success

Jjl s the number of syphilis 
cases continues to rise in 
W 1 San Francisco, the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health has 
deemed a controversial education 
campaign about the outbreak a 
success. 

The campaign, called Healthy 
Penis 2002, features cartoon char¬ 
acterizations of penises and 
syphilis sores and has been run¬ 
ning in gay media outlets and on 
Muni bus shelters since LGBT 
Pride last June. Life-size penis and 
sore characters have also made ap¬ 
pearances at various street fairs, 
and the Comedy Central program 
The Daily Show aired an interview 
with the penis character. 

The advertisements, developed 
by Better World Advertising, in¬ 
stantly caused a stir when first 
launched, with some in the gay 
community complaining they 
were too cartoonish and execu¬ 
tives in charge of the bus shelter 
advertisements deeming the penis 
depictions inappropriate. 

But according to a survey of 
gay and bisexual men conducted 
between November 15 and De¬ 
cember 6 last year, the campaign 
has resonated with its target audi¬ 
ence. Five months after the cam¬ 
paign began, 89 percent of the 
nearly 125 men surveyed at sex 
clubs and on the street had seen 
the campaign. 

Men who had seen the cam¬ 
paign were significantly more 
likely to be aware of the increases 
in syphilis among gay and bisexu¬ 
al men, with 93 percent among 
those who had seen it compared 
to 43 percent among those who 
were not aware of the campaign. 

In addition, men who had 
seen the campaign were more 
likely to have been tested recently 
for syphilis compared to men 
who had not seen it, 53 percent to 
21 percent respectively. Of the 
men who had seen the campaign, 
49 percent said it made them 
want to get tested, 46 percent said 
they would wear a condom, and 
30 percent said it made them 
want to get tested for HIV. 

“Our preliminary data suggest 
that the Healthy Penis campaign 
has been successful in increasing 
awareness and encouraging gay 
and bisexual men to get tested for 
syphilis,” said Dr. Jeffrey Klausner, 
the city’s director of sexually 
transmitted disease prevention. 

The survey results are hearten¬ 
ing to health officials who contin¬ 
ue to see the number of syphilis 
cases rise in the city. Already, 14 
cases of early syphilis were re¬ 
ported in the first two weeks of 


January. 

Syphilis, once a cause of dev¬ 
astating epidemics, can be effec¬ 
tively diagnosed and treated with 
antibiotic therapy. Although 
treatment is available, the early 
symptoms of syphilis can be very 
mild, and many people do not 
seek treatment when they first be¬ 
come infected. 

Early symptoms include a skin 
sore called a chancre. The sores 
are usually not painful and appear 
on the penis, scrotum, vaginal 
lips, anus, or mouth. Of increas¬ 
ing concern to health officials is 
the fact that syphilis increases the 
risk of transmitting and acquiring 
HIV. 

Last month, the city reported 
38 cases. As of January 13, the city 
counted 495 cases of early syphilis 
during 2002, with 93 percent oc¬ 
curring among gay and bisexual 
men. In 2001, the city document¬ 
ed 189 cases of early syphilis. 

“Syphilis continues to increase 
in San Francisco at an unprece¬ 
dented rate of increase. It is dou¬ 
bling every six months,” said 
Klausner. 

Out of last year’s cases, 66 per¬ 
cent were among men who are 
HIV-positive. The average age of 
cases is 38 years old, with most 
cases seen in men in their 30s to 
40s. 

According to health officials, 
methamphetamine use by intra¬ 
venous and non-injected routes, 
and meeting sex partners at dif¬ 
ferent venues including over the 
Internet, are common among in¬ 
terviewed cases. 

Klausner said the city wants to 
see 90 percent of HIV-positive, 
sexually active gay men get tested 
for syphilis every six months. 

“That is our goal but there are 
different barriers to reaching 
that,” he said. 

The heath department wants 
to treat people early and to get 
their sexual partners treated. But 
Klausner said some sexual prac¬ 
tices of gay men present obstacles 
to reaching that goal. 

“Many recent sex partners 
have been anonymous,” he said. 
“The health department’s role in 
getting those partners treated has 
been quite limited. Because of the

able to put away a small reserve 
each year. 

To achieve the 7 percent cut 
this year, Witherington said Pride 
has cut year-round administrative 
staff from four to two full-time 
and one part-time position by 


large number of anonymous 
partners, partner management 
can have limited success.” 

Another priority is improving 
the city’s screening and testing 
services as well as educating care 
providers of the importance of 
testing their patients for syphilis. 
Later this month, the health de¬ 
partment hopes to release a new 
community-generated strategic 
plan on how to combat the rising 
syphilis rates. 

“The most important single 
message is that sexually active gay 
men with multiple partners need 
to get tested for syphilis. The 
more often, the better,” said 
Klausner. 

DPH launched a syphilis ac¬ 
tion coalition in October to cre¬ 
ate heightened awareness of the 
problem among health profes¬ 
sionals, community members, 
and medical professionals. Al¬ 
ready 200 people have signed up 
to be a part of the coalition and 
receive weekly e-mail updates 
from the health department on 
testing information, 'seminars, 
and forums regarding the epi¬ 
demic. 

The increase in syphilis is also 
a high priority for the city’s HIV 
Prevention Planning Council, 
whose members cited the prob¬ 
lem as a major concern at their 
January meeting. 

“Syphilis, as well as HIV, is get¬ 
ting worse in gay men, not better,” 
said HPPC member John 
Newmeyer with the Haight Ash¬ 
bury Free Clinic. 

For now, the Healthy Penis 
campaign will continue to be 
used to get gay men in for testing. 
Klausner said the health depart¬ 
ment has no plans to discontinue 
with the ad campaign as long as it 
continues to be effective. 

“We do have realistic expecta¬ 
tions. We know the campaign will 
burn out and people will get tired 
of the messages,” he said. “As long 
as it is still successful, and as long 
as it is continuously evaluated, it 
will continue.”

“My objective is to raise money 
in a really clean way, so that I’m 
not indebted to some corpora¬ 
tion,” Reid told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, adding that raffle tickets 
can be purchased by calling him 
or visiting his booth at the LGBT 
Pride Parade and Festival in June. 

There are 20,000 raffle tickets 
available. In addition to selling 
them, Reid will also give one tick¬ 
et away to campaign volunteers 
for every hour they work on his 
campaign. 

The home - 10 square feet with 
a bathroom, kitchen area, loft bed, 
washing machine, and storage - 
was built by Reid during the last 
mayor’s race in 1999 to prove that 
small-scale housing could be liv¬ 
able and affordable (the original 
page 19 ►

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Slow down, Mr. President 


P resident Bush’s full-throttle charge to 
go to war with Iraq is unwarranted. 
This week some member nations of 
the United Nations Security Council - most 
notably France - warned that they would not 
support a Security Council resolution for mil¬ 
itary action against Iraq in coming weeks. Ad¬ 
ditionally, U.N. weapons inspectors have stat¬ 
ed that they need more time to complete their 
work. So far, inspectors have not uncovered 
any so-called smoking guns that conclusively 
show Iraq has weapons of mass destruction. 

As the U.N. inspections continue, more 
and more people in this country have joined 
to protest potential military action in Iraq. 
Last Saturday saw an estimated 150,000 to 
200,000 people from around California and 
elsewhere turn out for a massive peace 
march and rally in San Francisco. Another 
large demonstration took place on the same 
day in Washington, D.C. People from across 
the political spectrum have spoken out 
against a war on Iraq and cannot easily be 
dismissed by the administration. 

Thousands of LGBT demonstrators took 
part in the San Francisco peace march, in¬ 
cluding many who don’t identify themselves 
as overtly political. Administration officials 
should take notice of the growing number 
of Americans - gay and straight - who have 
serious reservations about going to war now. 

This Monday, U.N. inspectors will pre¬ 
sent a report to the Security Council. The 
president has tried to make the report some 
sort of final word on the subject, when in re¬ 
ality the inspectors have been on the ground 
in Iraq only for a couple of months, hardly 
enough time to check on hundreds of sites. 

Bush’s impatience does not serve the 
country well. We have an extremely sluggish 
economy at home, and growing tensions 
with North Korea over its nuclear program 
abroad. Numerous states, including Califor¬ 
nia, face mounting budget deficits and the 
federal government appears to be turning a 
deaf ear to requests for financial help. In 
California, programs that would provide 
medications to people living with AIDS are 


in danger of losing funds. The city faces its 
own budget woes because of the trickle 
down problems from the state and admin¬ 
istration cutbacks at the federal level. 

Yet Bush pushes ahead on Iraq: 
the military build-up has escalated, 
and the president regularly issues 
comments expressing his frustra- , 
tion with Iraq, accusing the 
country of not complying with 
demands in U.N. resolution 1441. 

In fact, to hear the inspectors tell it, Iraq 
is complying, though issues have been 
raised about the inspectors’ 
ability to interview Iraqi scien¬ 
tists and there have been some 
other problems that chief in¬ 
spector Hans Blix is working to resolve. 

War against Iraq is not the same as the 
war on terror. In fact, while some senior ad¬ 
ministration officials want Americans to be¬ 


lieve Iraq is linked to the September 11 ter¬ 
rorist attacks, no evidence has surfaced to 
support those claims. So we’re left with this: 
Iraq is basically complying with what it was 
told to do by the U.N., and that’s not good 
enough for the president. 

LGBT protesters at Saturday’s rally 
told us that the community has an 
affinity for being politically active. We 
have struggled for decades - and are 
still fighting - for equal rights on a 
number of fronts, from employment 
i to housing to child custody to serv¬ 
ing openly in the military. If 
the rally was any indication, 
thousands of us also question 
the need to go to war now for 
reasons that many see primarily as a fight 
over oil or avenging Bush’s father for not 
finishing the 1991 Gulf war. 

Those are not reasons to go to war now. T 




Pride on July 4 - a good idea

T he idea of moving the city’s Pride fes¬ 
tivities to July Fourth next year is con¬ 
troversial. Concepts like America and 
patriotism are emotionally loaded words, 
especially today, which is precisely why we 
started this debate. 

America is a great country, but it is also 
a flawed country. We in the LGBT commu¬ 
nity are acutely aware of the country’s fail¬ 
ure to live up to its ideals. There are two 
Americas really. The utopian America de¬ 
scribed in the Bill or Rights, an inspiring 
idea. And, the real, imperfect America we 
live in today. 

Who defines what ir means to be Ameri¬ 
can? “Real American” usually means straight, 
white, and Christian. Why do we allow other 
people to define these words for us (and then 
exclude us from that definition)? How much 
longer do we have to wait before we are truly 
equal in the eyes of the law? 

Our concept for Pride on the Fourth is 
simple, to celebrate the ideals the country 
was founded upon, while also protesting the 
many problems in present-day America. By 
celebrating our basic freedoms, we are not 
automatically voting for George Bush. Pride 
on the Fourth will be an occasion for protest 
and political theater, something at which 
San Francisco excels. This will not be your 
grandma’s Fourth of July parade. If you 
want to protest something, what better oc¬ 
casion is there than Independence Day? 

Organizer James DeVinny said this at last 
week’s forum: “The intent is to put Pride 
into a new and unexpected context, which 
will highlight the political aspects of the pa¬ 
rade. Throwing our party on a day when 
we’re not supposed to, especially that day, 
would be like walking down the street hold¬ 
ing hands in Lubbock, Texas, only on a 
much, much larger scale. And we would be 
daring anyone to tell us that we can’t.” 

Some people object to the idea of chang¬ 


ing the date because Pride honors Stonewall. 
Stonewall is an important moment in our 
community’s history, but not the only mile¬ 
stone. There were many pickets that preced¬ 
ed it, including the Annual Reminder, held 
from 1965-1969 on July Fourth at Philadel¬ 
phia’s Independence Hall. Few people have 
heard about these events, because in the 
popular conscience nothing happened be¬ 
fore Stonewall. Pride on the Fourth is an 
opportunity to honor these early 
protests. 

Stonewall was a riot, a revolu¬ 
tionary act. Yet, modern Pride pa¬ 
rades have little in common with 
the Stonewall riots besides a num¬ 
ber. The parades themselves have 
become more scripted, commer¬ 
cial events. What does 
Smirnoff have to do with 
queer liberation? Pride is 
fun, and everybody loves 
a party, but let’s not confuse today’s parades 
with the history they are supposed to honor. 

Co-opting a sacrosanct national holiday 
and turning it into ours will be a revolu¬ 
tionary act in the spirit of Stonewall if not 
the date. Living in safe, comfortable San 
Francisco, it is easy to forget that people hate 
us for being different. Celebrating Pride on 
the Fourth will be a controversial act. It will 
prompt widespread discussion outside of 
San Francisco. It will incite right-wing nut 
jobs to make idiotic remarks that highlight 
our separate but unequal status in America. 
If Chinese Americans held their own Fourth 
of July parade, would anybody complain? 
No. When we simply mentioned the possi¬ 
bility of doing this, the reaction outside of 
San Francisco was swift and negative. You 
decide for yourself whether there is a double 
standard being applied here. 

Another goal is to make Pride a media 
event once again. The local papers run 
obligatory photos of the most colorful cos¬ 
tumes, but Pride ceased to be a news story 
years ago. Pride on the Fourth, on the other 


hand, will be a media story, especially the 
discussion and debate leading up to it. In 
today’s talk radio media environment, Pride 
on the Fourth is a perfect way to start a de¬ 
bate, first about those nervy homos in San 
Francisco, but then about the larger issues 
of equal rights and what it means to be 
American. That makes it an opportunity to 
enlighten people about our cause. 

Pride is an important ritual, but like 
many rituals it has become rote. People cel¬ 
ebrate the ritual without understanding its 
purpose. Changing the formula for one year 
is one way to reinvigorate the 
event, and to prompt people to 
reflect on what we’re really fight¬ 
ing for. July Fourth in 2004 falls 
on Sunday, during an election 
year, possibly during 
wartime. As an occasion 
for real political dialogue, 
it is an unparalleled op¬ 
portunity. A similar alignment of dates will 
not happen again for many decades, mak¬ 
ing it a once in a lifetime opportunity. It is 
important to honor our history, but here is 
an opportunity to make history. 

It would be a shame if we pass on this 
opportunity because of fear, and much of 
the opposition to this is rooted in fear - fear 
that people might be offended, fear that at¬ 
tendance might vary, fear that logistical is¬ 
sues might prove too challenging, or fear 
that doing something different might cause 
the sky to come crashing down. This is San 
Francisco, we’ve been through earthquakes, 
fires, and a plague. We should embrace 
change, and the risks that come with it, not 
run from it. ▼

OAW folks are ‘muddled’ 

The “peace” group Out Against the War [Mail- 
strom, January 16] claims that the government is of¬ 
fering “muddled” justifications for war in Iraq. It’s ac¬ 
tually the OAW folks who are muddled. This group 
charges that the administration can’t decide whether 
its objective is “disarmament” or “regime change.” No. 
The administration concluded some time ago that 
disarmament can only be achieved through regime 
change. OAW claims that U.S. policy is in¬ 
consistent because we aren’t considering an 
attack on North Korea. Well, of course we 
aren’t. Can these guys spell “nukes”? 

North Korea 'has two of them, which se¬ 
verely limits our options. Our dilemma 
with Korea is exactly what war with Iraq 
would be designed to prevent us from 
getting into with Saddam. But the Ko¬ 
rean threat is taken very seriously in 
Washington, and if that nation doesn’t 
stand down and disarm, war is a distinct, if horrifying, 
possibility at some point in the future. There’s no in¬ 
consistency. 

This group claims that the “real” motivation for 
the war is oil. The real motivation is national securi¬ 
ty, and OAW’s skepticism on this point is anything but 
political sophistication. This group has the usual my¬ 
opia of the left, an almost solipsistic inability to admit 
the real existence of external dangers. 

It is true, of course, that virtually everything that 
happens in the Middle East involves oil in some way, 
and this is how war with Iraq may be indirectly about 
oil: if we can buy (not dominate, but purchase at fair 
market prices) Iraqi oil from a regime that won’t use 
the profits to build weapons to menace our neighbors, 
this will loosen our dependence on our duplicitous 
allies, the Saudis. That, in turn, will make it easier for 
us to pressure the Saudis to democratize and to stop 
funding the Islamist fascists who threaten us, which 
will create better conditions for the Saudi people, and 
greater safety for us. This is the kind of geopolitical 
thinking currently going on in Washington, but I’ll 
stop this excursion into realpolitik here, before the 
poor souls at OAW faint. 

On the OAW Web site, there are arguments even 
more juvenile than the ones in their letter. That hard¬ 
ly matters in the Bay Area, where so many assume, a 
priori, that any use of American power for any pur¬ 
pose is inherently evil. For such people no arguments 
are needed anyway. But if OAW hopes to have any in¬ 
fluence outside their enclave, they might try to sound 
a little less like self-righteous college sophomores, and 
spend some time learning how the real world actual¬ 
ly works.

Money needed for global AIDS 

Regarding Michaiel Lauro’s guest opinion piece last 
week [“Where’s Pelosi on global AIDS”], not many 
people know that Nancy Pelosi has introduced the 
Early Treatment for HIV Act, an important bill that 
would extend Medicaid benefits to people with HIV 
throughout the U.S. without having to wait for an 
AIDS diagnosis. 

Still, Ms. Pelosi has definitely taken a back seat on 
global AIDS. Lately she has begun to support pro¬ 
grams that would supply AIDS drugs to pregnant 
mothers and their families - but that’s not the same as 
wide scale treatment for all who need it. 

Meanwhile, courageous AIDS activists in develop¬ 
ing countries are organizing massive demonstrations, 
suing their governments, and holding hunger strikes 
to demand AIDS treatment, while people all around 
them are dying. Zackie Achmat, a gay man and promi¬ 
nent AIDS activist with the Treatment Action Cam¬ 
paign of South Africa, has refused to take AIDS drugs 
until they are available for everyone in his country. 
Wan Yanhai, a Chinese AIDS activist, recently went to 
jail for boldly demanding AIDS care for a million HIV- 
infected farmers. His arrest prompted an outcry 
among AIDS activists all over the world; they success¬ 
fully pressured the Chinese government to free him. 

These recent, heroic acts recall early San Francisco 
activists like Terry Sutton, who refused drug compa¬ 


ny Astra’s offer of the drug foscarnet for Ms CMy 
until it was available for everyone through compas¬ 
sionate release. He went blind waiting, but the com¬ 
pany eventually gave in to his demands shortly before 
his death. 

Antiviral treatment, which now can cost less than 
$300 per year per person, is too expensive for many 
individuals in developing nations but no longer too 
costly for the international community to afford. 
There are thousands of hospitals and clinics in these 
countries that are fully equipped - except that they 
don’t have AIDS drugs. 

San Franciscans should let Nancy Pelosi know that 
they care about AIDS treatment for people in devel¬ 
oping countries. Three billion dollars for the Global 
Fund (the price of a few days of an Iraqi war) is not 
too much to ask to save so many. Call Nancy Pelosi at

Thank you Ms. Martinac for bringing the spotlight 
to bear on a very important health issue in our com¬ 
munity. I am curious, however, as to where Ms. Mar¬ 
tinac is located as the bars, restaurants, and indoor 
public spaces in California have been smoke-free for 
several years.

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When is a murder 
not a murder?

hen is a murder not a 
lUfiyf murder? When the vic- 
1 tim is transgendered. 

Roberta Nizah Morris died on 
the streets of Philadelphia on 
Christmas Eve. Yes, while others 
were envisioning sugar plums, she 
was dying at Jefferson University 
Hospital. 

The early reports on this case 
were that she was suffering from 
head wounds congruent with a 
crowbar. Certainly, there were in¬ 
juries that caused her to be on life 
support, and led to her death. An 
autopsy declared her to be the vic¬ 
tim of a homicide. 

This seems pretty clear cut, but 
this is where it gets interesting. Po¬ 
lice indicated that maybe she fell 
and hit her head. They even went 
so far as to say that injuries were 
not enough to cause one to sus¬ 
pect foul play. 

Exactly how badly beaten 
should a person be before you sus¬ 
pect that they may have been 
murdered? 

I’ll admit, I am biased on 
this issue. I do a lot of work 
around antitransgender vi¬ 
olence, and have read 
case after case where 
such incidents are writ¬ 
ten off as acci¬ 
dents or sui¬ 
cides. 

When Gwen 
Araujo was murdered in Newark, 
California last year, the initial as¬ 
sumption the police had was that 
she was a runaway. Never mind 
that Araujo had left everything ex¬ 
cept her night’s attire behind, and 
had a good family life to come 
home to. It wasn’t until a family 
member heard a rumor passing 
around from person to person 
that the investigation started in 
earnest. 

A few years and a handful of 
miles away, in Orinda, California, 
an FTM - Emmon Bodfish - was 
bludgeoned to death. Police deter¬ 
mined this to be a suicide, based 
on some depressing entries in 
Bodfish’s diary. Never mind that 
Bodfish was struck in the back of 
the head: hardly an easy way to kill 
oneself. 

In New York City in 1992, 
shortly after the Pride march, 
Marsha P. Johnson was found 
floating in the Hudson River. 
Johnson was one of the instigators 
of the Stonewall rebellion and a 
longtime advocate. The New York 
Police Department labeled her 
death a suicide as well, but only 
after officers did an “investiga¬ 
tion” that was two phone calls in 
length. Even local activists were 
able to dig up more, finding out 
that she had been harassed near 
the piers the night she died. 

I could cite more cases, but I 
think you get the idea. 


I suspect that the police just 
don’t want to deal with antitrans¬ 
gender murder cases. While I see 
a human being, they see a series of 
categories. Most of these victims 
are also people of color, and a fair 
number of them may have been 
sex workers. Any one of the 
categories, and an officer 
may be uncomfortable to 
be assigned to such a case. 
Two or three of these pi¬ 
geonholes, and they seem 
more than willing to make 
such a judg¬ 
ment. 

Of course, 
the third of 
those categories is one that trans¬ 
gendered people are automatical¬ 
ly lumped into. In almost every 
antitransgender murder, there is 
an assumption of sex work or at 
least some sexual contact in¬ 
volved. It doesn’t seem to matter 
if it can’t be proven - the as-' 
sumption seems to be that if one 
is transgendered, then they are 
somehow going to be involved in 
the sex trade, or otherwise some¬ 
how meet their end through 
some messy sexual scene. But I 
digress. 

It took nine days after Morris 
was beaten before police opted to 
go to the location she was found 
in and start asking questions. I 
suspect that all the potential eye¬ 
witnesses had been standing 
around waiting for nine days, too. 
Perhaps the assumption had al¬ 
ready begun that Morris had a lit¬ 
tle “accident.” 

If I may make another obser¬ 
vation, there is another issue that 
seems to come up both on the po¬ 
lice blotter and the front page of 
the newspapers. So often the iden¬ 
tity of the victims is stripped away 
from them. For example, every 
one of the people killed in the 
cases I named above was widely 
mentioned in the press by their 
birth names and genders. 

Gwen Araujo became a loner 
teen boy who wore dresses, 
Emmon Bodfish became an “ec¬ 


centric” woman who lived a “dou¬ 
ble life.” 

And Roberta Morris? 

To the Philadelphia Inquirer , 
she was a “male prostitute.” In fact, 
the very first words from them on 
the murder, dated December 31, 
were “The man found dead.” Four 
paragraphs later, we are allowed to 
know that Morris “was dressed as 
a woman” when she was found. 

Morris should not be so quick¬ 
ly written off as a “man who wore 
women’s clothes.” The hospital did 
let folks in the area know that 
Morris had breast implants - 
hardly the sort of thing that a man 
would do, discounting those few 
who might opt for such on a 
drunken bet. 

Her family and friends, at a 
memorial in her honor, also re¬ 
ferred to Morris as a woman. 
There were no male pronouns 
flung about, no male name hung 
off the deceased like some ill-fit¬ 
ting suit. 

Police are now starting to take 
Morris’s death with at least some 
modicum of decency, but - like 
looking for witnesses several days 
after the death - it may end up 
being too little, too late. The po¬ 
lice have made it clear that so far, 
they have nothing to go on. 

Maybe they would prefer it to 
remain that way. A murder that 
can quietly go away, no messy 
leads to worry about. Another one 
for the pile. 

Now is when we as a commu¬ 
nity need to keep after law en¬ 
forcement. Let them do their job, 
sure, but make sure they actually 
are doing their job. Don’t let Mor- 
rris’s death become yet another 
“non-murder” of a transgendered 
person. Y

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Dueling state deficits; 
new taxes assured

jft report last week suggesting 

H that California’s budget 
; 1 shortfall is significantly less 
than his $34.6 billion estimate 
sent Governor Gray Davis scram¬ 
bling to salvage both his credibili¬ 
ty with lawmakers and his 
prospects for tax increases this 
session. Questions were being 
raised around Sacramento after 
legislative analyst Elizabeth Hill, 
the nonpartisan appointee, an¬ 
nounced her smaller $26.1 billion 
shortfall estimate. 

Steve Peace, the governor’s 
newly appointed finance director, 
quickly called a news conference 
defending Davis’s estimate as a 
“legitimate accounting approach.” 
Peace argued that Republican leg¬ 
islators, who quickly seized on the 
discrepancy-in the numbers to 
question the governor’s 
credibility, were either 
novices who didn’t un¬ 
derstand budgets or were 
purposely blowing it out 
of proportion. 

The administra¬ 
tion’s efforts did little 
to stop the fall¬ 
out from the 
Legislature’s 
Republican 
leaders, however, who for weeks 
have alleged the governor was 
purposely trumping up the short¬ 
fall for political purposes. The dis¬ 
crepancy in the two reports al¬ 
most certainly will complicate 
Davis’s efforts to craft a budget 
that includes any possible tax in¬ 
creases. 

“The governor deliberately in¬ 
flated the size and scope of the 
budget deficit in order to mislead 
working California families that 
taxes must be raised; we now 
know that this is not the case,” said 
Assemblyman John Campbell 
(R-Irvine), the vice chair of the 
Assembly Budget Committee. 

Meanwhile, Democrats who 
control the Legislature predicted 
members of their party may be 
less inclined to make all of the 
program cuts Davis unveiled re¬ 
cently in his budget proposal. 

“It cuts both ways,” said Senate 
President Pro Tern John Burton 
(D-San Francisco). 

Regardless of which number is 
correct - $34.6 billion or the less¬ 
er $26.1 billion - taxes or fees of 
many kinds are going to be raised 
and one of the first groups hit will 
be those millions of Californians 
in love with their automobiles. 
Democratic leaders of the Legisla¬ 
ture said last week they are pre¬ 
pared to raise the vehicle registra¬ 
tion fee soon in order to avoid 
deep cuts to cities and counties 
that would occur under the gover¬ 
nor’s new budget deficit plan. The 
proposal would bring vehicle li¬ 
cense fees back to what they were 
in 1998 when the state cut the rate 
by two-thirds. The increase in ve¬ 
hicle license fees would raise 
about $4.2 billion, just about the 
figure the Davis administration 
had proposed to stop sending to 
local governments over the next 
18 months. 

This particular fee can be more 
easily achieved in that it can be 
passed by a simple majority of the 
Democratic-controlled Assembly 
and Senate, meaning that no Re¬ 
publican cooperation is necessary. 
This vehicle fee increase quietly 
appeals to many GOP members 


because they could actually vote 
against the vehicle registration fee 
increase but still see it enacted by 
the Democratic majority. 

Once the vehicle tax has been 
increased and several billion dol¬ 
lars in cuts are made, Assembly 
Speaker Herb Wesson (D-Los 
Angeles) said the Assembly will 
then consider the governor’s pro¬ 
posal to raise the state sales tax by 
a penny and boost the personal 
income tax of wealthy people, is¬ 
sues that will be harder to pass in 
that they will need some minimal 
support from the GOP members. 

After all is said and done, Cali¬ 
fornia residents will be paying 
more in taxes or fees next year, so 
brace yourselves.

U.S. Senate tug-of-war: With 
51 Republican members, 48 De¬ 
mocrats and one indepen¬ 
dent who votes with 
the Democratic mem¬ 
bers, most Americans 
thought the GOP 
had assumed control 
of the U.S. Senate 
weeks ago. However, 
the Republicans only 
took over that 
body late last 
week after 
agreeing to a 
face-saving arrangement over di¬ 
viding committee money and staff 
that favored the Democratic 
members. Though traditionally, 
minority parties (now the De¬ 
mocrats) usually get only about a 
third of the committee money for 
organizing and staff, the Democ¬ 
ratic members held out for a split 
in committee financing that is 
proportional to the 49 members 
they actually control, which, inci¬ 
dentally, is the same percentage 
they gave to the Republicans when 
they were in the minority last year. 

When Oklahoma Congress¬ 
man J.C. Watts (R) left the 
House of Representatives with the 
107th Congress, the new 108th 
Congress was left without a single 
African American Republican 
member in the House and despite 
sporadic efforts by the GOP to 
woo black voters, Democrats rou¬ 
tinely win 90 percent of the 
African American vote in nation¬ 
al elections. According to the Joint 
Center for Political and Econom¬ 
ic Studies, a Washington think 
tank that studies black political 
participation, of the 9,040 blacks 
elected to public office across the 
country in 2000, only 50 were Re¬ 
publicans. 

Meanwhile, President George 
Bush entered yet another fight on 
race issues last week when he for¬ 
mally declared his opposition to 
racial preferences in university ad¬ 
missions, raising the political 
stakes in an already momentous 
case. In a brief filed with the 
Supreme Court, the Bush admin¬ 
istration argues that the preferen¬ 
tial treatment in University of 
Michigan admission policies vio¬ 
lates the Constitution’s guarantees 
of equal protection. “I strongly 
support diversity of all kinds, in¬ 
cluding racial diversity, in higher 
education,” Bush said last week. 
“But the method used by the uni¬ 
versity to achieve this important 
goal is fundamentally flawed.” 
(Nice try, George, but you can’t 
have it both ways.) 

Want more good news from 
the Republican-controlled White 
House and Congress? Moving 


quickly to flex their new political 
muscle, Senate GOP leaders are 
considering using a parliamentary 
device to sidestep threats of a De¬ 
mocratic filibuster and win ap¬ 
proval of one of President Bush’s 
favorite energy initiatives - open¬ 
ing the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge to oil and gas drilling. The 
new GOP chair of the Senate En¬ 
ergy and Natural Resources Com¬ 
mittee admitted last week that he 
hopes to attach the drilling mea¬ 
sure to a budget bill, just as the 
GOP-controlled Congress did 
back in 1995. That measure was 
vetoed by then-President Bill 
Clinton. 

Former San Jose Congressman 
Norm Mineta.nowthe U.S. trans¬ 
portation secretary, who has run 
his agency from a hospital bed in 
Walter Reed Army Medical Center 
for the past six weeks, will under¬ 
go major back surgery tomorrow 
to relieve chronic pain. The surgery 
is expected to take up to 18 hours 
and will confine Mineta to the hos¬ 
pital until late February. 

At the same time the outgoing 
governor of Illinois, Republican 
George Ryan, was emptying that 
state’s death row of more than a 
hundred prisoners, converting 
their death penalties into life 
terms without the possibility of 
parole, Governor Gray Davis was 
asking the California Legislature 
to approve construction of a $220 
million 968-bed death row at San 
Quentin State Prison; the prison 
now has a death row population 
of 604 and has been growing at a 
rate of 35 per year. 

In Washington, they are saying 
that the decision by Representa¬ 
tive Nancy Pelosl (D-San Fran¬ 
cisco) a couple of weeks ago to 
pass over Representative William 
J. Jefferson (D-Louisiana), a 
popular black lawmaker, to be the 
new chair of the Democratic Con¬ 
gressional Campaign Committee, 
has caused some pretty deep feel¬ 
ings from the Congressional Black 
Caucus, and that the frustration of 
that group has not been eased by 
Pelosi’s efforts to secure positions 
for black members on the most 
powerful House committees - in¬ 
cluding the first African American 
woman on the powerful Ways and 
Means Committee or by the elec¬ 
tion last month of Representative 
James Clyburn, a black Democ¬ 
rat from South Carolina, to serve 
as vice chair of the House Demo¬ 
cratic Caucus.

s a native Texan, I know 
m good and well why Texas 
mm has an antigay sodomy law 
- the one now being challenged in 
the U.S. Supreme Court. It’s not 
because the state wants to protect 
the grand traditions of our moral 
heritage passed down from mil¬ 
lennia of human experience and 
teaching, as Texas is now claiming 
before the Supreme Court. 

That’s just window-dressing 
for the real reason. It’s an attempt 
to make the law look respectable, 
to divert attention away from 
what’s really going on in Texas and 
in other states that have antigay 
sodomy laws. 

No, the real reason legislators 
keep their antigay sodomy laws is 
simple: they just hate “queers.” 
They have a sodomy law criminal¬ 
izing gay people to express that 
gut reaction. But passing laws to 
express hatred against a group of 
people is unconstitutional. 

How do we know the Texas law 
is an expression of hatred? Here 
are five reasons we know the Texas 
sodomy law is infected with un¬ 
constitutional “animus” - simple 
hatred for a group of people. (Dis¬ 
closure: The discussion below is 
based on a Supreme Court brief I 
helped write for the Republican 
Unity Coalition urging the Texas 
law be held unconstitutional.) 

First, sodomy laws historically 
prohibited anal (and later oral) 
sex for both heterosexual and ho¬ 
mosexual couples. Traditional

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non-procreative sex, condemned 
sodomy for all persons regardless 
of the sex of their partners. No 
state had any objection to homo¬ 
sexual conduct as a category unto 
itself until 1969, when Kansas be¬ 
came the first state to adopt a law 
targeted solely at gays. The Texas 
antisodomy law itself applied to 
both heterosexual and homo¬ 
sexual sex until the law was 
changed to target only gays 
in 1973. 

Texas thus offers a 
novel moral regime 
whereby conduct once 
condemned is now accept¬ 
able, but only for the 
political majority, 
while the identical 
conduct is prohibited 
for the political minority. By taking 
the uniform historical prohibitions 
on sodomy and abolishing them 
for all but the small political mi¬ 
nority of gay couples, Texas betrays 
an animus toward gay couples 
rather than a concern for preserv¬ 
ing “traditional” morality. 

Second, in the recent past, ob¬ 
jections to homosexuality have 
been based on a variety of now- 
discredited harm-based concerns 
thought to justify repression. For 
example, those seeking to restrict 
or punish gays have variously as¬ 
serted that homosexuality is a 
sickness, that it is chosen or 
changeable, and that it could be 
discouraged or stamped out by re¬ 
pressive laws. Gays also were 
tarred as child molesters. 

These and other myths have 
been debunked. Indeed, even 
Texas no longer pretends that 
there is any material harm to ho¬ 
mosexual conduct or that its law 
can alter the incidence of homo¬ 
sexuality, but instead asserts only a 
moral interest conveniently im¬ 
mune from empirical falsification. 



The collapse of excuse after excuse 
for discriminating against gays 
and the recent manufacture of a 
novel, selective, and non-falsifi- 
able moral claim indicates a lin¬ 
gering animus likely born of the 
old substantive libels against gays. 

Third, even as it targeted gay 
sex alone for the first time in 1973, 
Texas also legalized bestiality. A 
Texan may have sex in private 
with an animal or an op¬ 
posite-sex partner he 
met 10 minutes ago, and 
the law will take no heed. 
But let a Texan have sex with 
even a committed same-sex 
human partner, and 
the criminal law cries 
foul. Whatever 
morality Texas pur¬ 
ports to protect with that regime, 
it is not traditional sexual morali¬ 
ty. The message sent by the patch- 
work of Texas sex laws is that gay 
citizens are less worthy of a life of 
physical intimacy than are ani¬ 
mals and those who molest them. 
If that is not an expression of ani¬ 
mus against a class of persons, 
nothing is. 

Fourth, like other states, Texas 
rarely prosecutes people for actu¬ 
al violation of its sodomy law. 
This suggests the state has a minor 
concern at best with the conduct 
at issue. The primary practical use 
of the statute seems to be to justi¬ 
fy discrimination against gays in 
unrelated contexts, like employ¬ 
ment or marriage. The infrequen¬ 
cy of the direct enforcement of the 
law against specific conduct com¬ 
bined with its invocation to deny 
gays equal treatment in areas un¬ 
related to the prohibited conduct 
reflect animus towartFgayfc as a 
class rather than a moral disap¬ 
proval for specific sexual practices.

He is okay but he has lost several 
friends.” 

Police, who have interviewed 
one of the surviving victims along 
with former employees, said Tues¬ 
day that the initial evidence is 
pointing away from a hate crime 
and toward the underworld. Ac¬ 
cording to South African media 
reports, sources familiar with the 
case say police are looking for 
links between Ottgar and the drug 
trade, and are investigating if ex¬ 
tortion could have been a motive. 

A former employee, known to 
his customers only as “Johan,” 
who was a masseur and manager 
of Sizzlers between 1998 and 
2002, told the Canadian gay news 
Web site 365gay.com, that he 
doubts the killings were the work 
of homophobic activists. 

“Eric had many hostile boys 
because he had fired them. Many 
guys from other massage salons 
were jealous of us - because we 
were one of the oldest establish¬ 
ments in the country,” said the 23- 
year-old Johan. “Or perhaps the

“She had nothing but total in¬ 
tegrity with her position. When 
problems came up she just did her 
job. She was a shining light and a 
shining star.” 

San Francisco Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano told the B.A.R. that he 
was saddened by the news of Ms.

“It’s a real heavy loss. She ar¬ 
gued our case before the Supreme 
Court,” Ammiano said, referring 
to the fight over Gay Olympics.

The Triangle Project, a gay and 
lesbian organization in Cape 
Town, also said the killings might 
have been a drug-related, rather 
than a homophobic attack. 

“From discussions with staff at 
similar massage parlors, it seems 
as if drugs were the primary cause 
of the attacks,” the organization 
said in a statement. 

But two other gay organiza¬ 
tions in the country believe the 
murders were hate crimes. 

“We are concerned that it was 
a hate crime aimed at gay men. We 
are very worried over threats 
made by several fringe groups 
over the past couple of months 
that showed intent to commit vi¬ 
olent crimes against gay and les¬ 
bian people,” said Evert Knoesen, 
spokesman for the Lesbian and 
Gay Equality Project. 

A spokesman for the Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance, Juan de Waal, 
said it was a “pure homophobic” 
attack. 

Waal said this attack coincided 
with his organization’s national 
congress, as was the case in 1999 
with the bombing of a popular 
Cape Town gay club, the Blah Bar. 
Waal said he recently received 
death threats. 

South Africa has become a des¬ 
tination for gay travelers through¬ 
out the world, and is the only 
country to ban discrimination 
against homosexuals in its consti¬ 
tution. Nickerson, who is trying to 
launch a travel company in Cape 
Town with his boyfriend, said he 
never felt afraid going to gay bars 
there. 

He bought his flat with the 
purpose of retiring to the African 
country. But now, he said “I don’t 
know. I just don’t know.” 

“When you read about some¬ 
thing like this you get scared, ob¬ 
viously,” he added. ▼

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

AndroGel* is indicated for replacement therapy in males for 
conditions associated with a deficiency or absence of 
endogenous testosterone:

Laboratory Tests 

1. Hemoglobin and hematocrit levels should be checked 
periodically (to detect polycythemia) in patients on long-term 
androgen therapy.

3. To ensure proper dosing, serum testosterone concentrations 
should be measured (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Drug Interactions 

Oxyphenbutazone: Concurrent administration of 
oxyphenbutazone and androgens may result in elevated serum 
levels of oxyphenbutazone. 

Insulin: In diabetic patients, the metabolic effects of androgens 
may decrease blood glucose and, therefore, insulin requirements. 
Propranolol: In a published pharmacokinetic study of an 
injectable testosterone product, administration of testosterone 
cypionate led to an increased clearance of propranolol in the 
majority of men tested. 

Corticosteroids: The concurrent administration of testosterone 
with ACTH or corticosteroids may enhance edema formation; 
thus, these drugs should be administered cautiously, particularly 
in patients with cardiac or hepatic disease. 

Druo/Laboratory Test Interactions 

Androgens may decrease levels of thyroxin-binding globulin, 

resulting in decreased total T4 serum levels and increased resin 

uptake of T3 and T4. Free thyroid hormone levels remain 

unchanged, however, and there is no clinical evidence of thyroid 

dysfunction. 

Impalement of , Fertilit y 
Animal Data: Testosterone has been tested by subcutaneous 
injection and implantation in mice and rats. In mice, the implant 
induced cervical-uterine tumors, which metastasized in some 
cases. There is suggestive evidence that injection of testosterone 
into some strains of female mice increases their susceptibility to 
hepatoma. Testosterone is also known to increase the number of 
tumors and decrease the degree of differentiation of chemically 
induced carcinomas of the liver in rats. 

Human Data: There are rare reports of hepatocellular carcinoma 
in patients receiving long-term oral therapy with androgens in 
high doses. Withdrawal of the drugs did not lead to regression 
of the tumors in all cases.

The following adverse events possibly related to the use of 
AndroGel® occurred in fewer than 1 % of patients: amnesia, 
anxiety, discolored hair, dizziness, dry skin, hirsutism, hostility, 
impaired urination, paresthesia, penis disorder, peripheral 
edema, sweating, and vasodilation. 

In this clinical trial of AndroGel,® skin reactions at the site of 
application were occasionally reported with AndroGel,® but none 
was severe enough to require treatment or discontinuation of 
drug. 

Six (4%) patients in this trial had adverse events that led to 
discontinuation of AndroGel.® These events included the 
following: cerebral hemorrhage, convulsion (neither of which 
were considered related to AndroGel® administration), 
depression, sadness, memory loss, elevated prostate specific 
antigen and hypertension. No AndroGel® patients discontinued 
due to skin reactions. 

In an uncontrolled pharmacokinetic study of 10 patients, two 
had adverse events associated with AndroGel®; these were 
asthenia and depression in one patient and increased libido and 
hyperkinesia in the other. Among 17 patients in foreign clinical 
studies there was one instance each of acne, erythema and 
benign prostate adenoma associated with a 2.5% testosterone 
gel formulation applied dermally. 

One hundred six (106) patients have received AndroGel® for up 
to 12 months in a long-term follow-up study for patients who 
completed the controlled clinical trial. The preliminary safety 
results from this study are consistent with those reported for the 
controlled clinical trial. Table 2 summarizes those adverse events 
possibly, probably or definitely related to the use of AndroGel® 
and reported by at least 1% of the total number of patients

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

AndroGel® contains testosterone, a Schedule III controlled 

substance as defined by the Anabolic Steroids Control Act. 

Oral ingestion of AndroGel® will not result in clinically significant 
serum testosterone concentrations due to extensive first-pass 
metabolism. 

OVERDOSAGE 

There is one report of acute overdosage by injection of 
testosterone enanthate: testosterone levels of up to 11,400 ng/dL 
were implicated in a cerebrovascular accident. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 
The recommended starting dose of AndroGel® 1 % is 5 g 
delivering 5 mg of testosterone systemically, applied once daily 
(preferably in the morning) to clean, dry, intact skin of the 
shoulders and upper arms and/or abdomen. Upon opening the 
packet(s), the entire contents should be squeezed into the palm 
of the hand and immediately applied to the application sites. 
Application sites should be allowed to dry for a few minutes prior 
to dressing. Hands should be washed with soap and water after 
AndroGel® has been applied.

Lyon and Martin to 
grace the silver screen

1 t’s hard to believe that for all 
m the cultural institutions, 
It achievements, and milestones 
as a result of the work of Phyllis 
Lyon and Del Martin, there still 
has not been an in-depth film 
about the pioneering lesbian ac¬ 
tivist couple. Until now. 

No Secret Anymore: The Times 
of Del Martin and Phyllis Lyon 
opens at the Castro Theatre on 
Thursday, February 13. The house 
is already about half sold for the 
world premiere event, so interest¬ 
ed attendees should call for tickets 
as soon as possible. 

No Secret Anymore is the pro¬ 
ject of producer Dee Mosbacher 
(Radical Harmonies ) and director 
Joan E. Biren, who four years ago 
decided that a documentary about 
the couple was long overdue. 

“We said, ‘We really need to do 
this,”’ recalled Mosbacher, who 
added that knowing about Lyon 
and Martin as a younger lesbian 
helped her own coming out expe¬ 
rience. “They’re both getting a lit¬ 
tle bit older and we thought now 
was the time. We’re really grateful 
to have had their complete coop¬ 
eration in the film. Theirs is such 
an important story to tell, one that 
has spanned 50 years of their time 
together and from the McCarthy 
era on.” 

The 55-minute film profiles 
the couple against the landscape 
of key.political times. 

“They are so enmeshed with 
the struggles of the last half cen¬ 
tury,” said Mosbacher, “and have 
been the ultimate political ac¬ 
tivists on so many issues through¬ 
out the years.” 

The film was shot in San Fran¬ 
cisco, an experience that both 
Lyon and Martin described as fun 
as well as tiring. 

“They interviewed us in vari¬ 
ous parts of the house, then took

us out into the city with the idea 
they would take us to different 
places that were important to our 
lives,” said Lyon. “But every one of 
those places seemed to have very 
noisy street work or construction, 
so I’m not sure how those scenes 
will turn out.” 

Being the first full-length film 
about the couple, the two empha¬ 
sized that the documentary will 
feature not just their story, but the 
story of all the people and events 
that made progress possible. 

“It isn’t just about us,” said 
Martin, “it’s also about the times. 
People will get a feel for what it 
was like in the 1950s, 1960s, 1970s, 
and 1980s, and how that affected 
us and our communities.” 

“It will give a sense of our his¬ 
tory, that this didn’t all start at one 
time,” agreed Lyon. “A lot preced¬ 
ed our involvement. And the film 
will have a lot to do with our in¬ 
volvement with other people. We 
didn’t do this single-handedly, 
there had to be a lot of support 
and a lot of people involved, and 


it was challenging, exciting, and 
fun.” 

Lyon and Martin, known as the 
pioneers of the lesbian civil rights 
movement, first got together on 
Valentine’s Day in 1953. The film’s 
premiere will therefore also cele¬ 
brate their 50th anniversary to¬ 
gether. 

“It’s going to be a wonderful 
evening,” said Mosbacher. “There 
will be a lot of surprises at the pre¬ 
miere so I hope people will join 
us.”

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Morris Kight dies at 83

|| j orris Kight, a co-founder 
of the nation’s first gay 
community center, died 
Sunday, January 19 at a hospice in 
Los Angeles. He was 83. 

Mr. Kight, who served for 
more than 20 years on the Los An¬ 
geles Human Rights Commission, 
had been hospitalized in Decem¬ 
ber with a variety of ailments, in¬ 
cluding liver cancer and heart 
problems. He died in his sleep. 

In 1971, Mr. Kight co-founded 
the Los Angeles Gay and Lesbian 
Center, then known as the Gay and 
Lesbian Community Service Center. 

“With Morris’s death, our com¬ 
munity has lost a leader and a vi¬ 
sionary,” said Rebecca Isaacs, inter¬ 
im executive director of the center, 
in a statement. “For a young gay 
man in the 1970s and a handful of 
fellow activists to have had the 
foresight and the commitment to

create an organization that has im¬ 
proved thousands of lives over 
three decades is truly remarkable.” 

In addition to helping start the 
L.A. Center, Mr. Kight was also in¬ 
volved in starting the first gay 
Pride Parade in Los Angeles in 
1970, which effectively galvanized 


the modern gay rights movement 
in Los Angeles. He also was a 
founder of the Stonewall Democ¬ 
ratic Club and the nonprofit orga¬ 
nization, Christopher Street West. 

One of Mr. Right’s best-known 
protests was a demonstration in 
the 1970s outside Barney’s Bean¬ 
ery, a West Hollywood restaurant 
that for years had a bar sign read¬ 
ing “Faggots Stay Out,” according 
to his obituary in the Los Angeles 
Times. After several weeks, em¬ 
ployees removed the sign. A new 
sign appeared, however, which 
wasn’t removed until 1985. Mr. 
Kight kept a framed copy of the 
sign in his apartment. 

Mr. Kight is survived by his 
partner of 25 years, Roy Zucheran; 
two daughters; two grandchildren; 
and two great-grandchildren. 

A memorial service is planned 
for February 1 at 1 p.m. at Metro¬ 
politan Community Church, 8714 
Santa Monica Boulevard, in West 
Hollywood. T

tion Service office and a Starbucks 
Coffee shop on Battery and Pine 
streets. They also sprayed graffiti 
on the CitiCorp building and at 
the San Francisco Chronicle's of¬ 
fices on Mission Street. 

Antiwar activist Tommi Avi- 
colli Mecca, who helped organize 
the Out Against the War contin¬ 
gent, said that he believed the Gay 
Shame’s actions were the first vio¬ 
lent protests against the Bush ad¬ 
ministration’s plans to send U.S. 
troops into Iraq. 

According to San Francisco 
Deputy Police Chief Greg Suhr, 
the breakaway group totaled 
about 1,000 when they gathered at 
Grove and Polk streets, separately 
from the main peace march. They 
were joined by members of a self- 
proclaimed anarchist group called 
Black Bloc, which has been in¬ 
volved in other protests, most no¬ 
tably at the demonstrations 
against the World Trade Organi¬ 
zation in Seattle in 1999. 

By the time they were finally 
disbursed by police on motorcycles 
at Powell and Market, and fled into 
the BART station there, pursued by 
police in riot gear, their numbers 
had dwindled to about 250. 

Suhr said the police made four 
arrests. Suhr said all four were 
charged with delaying arrest and 
with malicious mischief for their 
actions at the INS building. 

“The INS has become a symbol 
of our discontent,” said one of the 
protesters, who asked to be identi¬ 
fied only as Mary. 

“There were another six to 10 
we could have made charges 
against, but they jumped down 
the BART station entrance at 
Powell and Market,” said Suhr. 

According to one of the Gay 
Shame leaders, who calls himself 
Mattilda, “It’s not just about wear¬ 
ing buttons and T-shirts that say 
we’re against the war. The only 


thing that’s going to stop the war 
is instability in the U.S.” 

While the group’s rhetoric 
echoed the frustration of the 
mainstream protesters who gath¬ 
ered at Justin Herman Plaza and 
marched to the Civic Center, their 
tactics were utterly different. The 
main demonstration, according to 
Suhr, “was very, very peaceful.” 

Some of San Francisco’s gay 
leaders spoke out at the Civic 
Center rally. Ammiano got a loud 
response from the crowd when he 
said, “We will not fight George 
Bush’s war!” 

Assemblyman Mark Leno (D- 
San Francisco) spoke at Justin 
Herman Plaza before the march 
and at Grace Cathedral, where a 
group of antiwar environmental¬ 
ists had gathered. 

Leno said that the peace move¬ 
ment is a “human issue,” and 
touches “all of humanity,” but said 
that the LGBT community is par¬ 
ticularly well equipped to lead the 
movement against the war. 

“Our community is well orga¬ 
nized and politically active. Our 
infrastructure is in place, and 
we’re able to mobilize on a mo¬ 
ment’s notice. We live lives of vig¬ 
ilance, knowing that the rights we 
have fought for can be taken at 
any moment,” Leno noted. 

The main LGBT contingent, 
Out Against the War, was a coali¬ 
tion of groups including Lesbian 
and Gay Insurgence, the Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic Club and, 
according to organizer Avicolli 
Mecca, other queer groups. 

They chanted, “We’re here. 
We’re queer. We’re out against the 
war.” 

And, “Don’t ask. Just tell. Tell 
George Bush to go to hell.” 

Avicolli Mecca said he thinks it 
is important for LGBT people to 
identify themselves within the 
peace movement. 

“I think it’s for the same reason 
that we need openly gay teachers 
and openly gay doctors and open¬ 
ly gay nurses,” he said. We want to 


be visible as LGBT people. What 
has given us strength is to be visi¬ 
ble so people can see that we are 
everywhere. 

“There’s always been an affini¬ 
ty for gays to be politically active. 
There’s been a necessity for us to 
be. We’ve responded to that ne¬ 
cessity. We’ve been forced to ques¬ 
tion authority, question the status 
quo,” Avicolli Mecca added. 

Those who didn’t find room in 
the packed Civic Center Plaza cre¬ 
ated their own rallies down the 
middle of Market Street, forming 
drum circles, chanting, and creat¬ 
ing at least two impromptu tech¬ 
no dance parties. 

Avicolli Mecca said that he 
thought this peace movement is 
mobilizing faster than the one 
against the war in Vietnam, in 
which he also participated. 

“The antiwar movement took 
a long time to see the numbers 
we’re seeing now, until Kent 
State,” he said. “Now we’re seeing 
them within a year.” 

He said that the high atten¬ 
dance at Saturday’s protest might 
be because of the Bush adminis¬ 
tration’s tactics at home, using 
racial profiling and abridging civil 
liberties. 

The protest did draw gays and 
lesbians who would not normally 
attend. 

“I’m not terribly political. I’m 
not usually aware of political is¬ 
sues, but I felt like it was going to 
be really, really big,” said Kasaia 
Luckel. 

But, said Merle Woo, “Queers 
have always been activists. We un¬ 
derstand what discrimination is 
about.” 

One protester, one of the Sis¬ 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence who 
participated in the rally, said that 
what seemed most amazing was 
the broad coalition of support 
against the war. After all, he said, 
standing on Market Street dressed 
in a nun’s habit and whiteface, 
“We’re talking about agreeing 
with the Vatican, for once.” ▼

sequences of the law, combined 
with the fact that these conse¬ 
quences fall solely on gay people, 
suggest animus. The gay citizen, 
and the gay citizen alone, must 
forever forego a life of intimacy. 
However, if he disobeys the 
sodomy law, the gay citizen flouts 
the criminal code and must live 
with the knowledge and fear that, 


in the eyes of the state, he is but an 
as-yet-undiscovered criminal. 

And, if convicted of disobeying 
the law, he then faces a daunting 
series of obstacles throughout his 
life. He must, for example, reveal 
his conviction on applications for 
public and private employment. 
Evidence of his criminal convic¬ 
tion may be used against him in a 
child custody dispute. In some 
places he must register as a sex of¬ 
fender. The list goes on. 

Sweeping and fundamental are 


the consequences of this law to 
gay persons. If it is not a tool to 
deny gays a life of physical affec¬ 
tion with another human being, it 
is a sword hanging over our heads 
threatening us with discrimina¬ 
tion in obtaining life’s necessities. 
While morality has its place in law, 
hatred has none. ▼

blacks or gays, and they thought I 
was a great player,” said Majors. 

The possibility of being the 
first and only out gay professional 
basketball player in the world im¬ 
presses Majors. “It would break a 
lot of stereotypes, because who 
would have thought a pro scout 
would be at the Gay Games?” 

After the Games, Majors re¬ 
mained in Sydney, trying out for 
the Sydney Kings (the best pro 
team in their NBL). He ended up 
being placed on the North Sydney 
Bears, their minor league team, 
and may get promoted to the reg¬ 
ular team role within the next 
year. Only two foreigners are al¬ 
lowed per Australian NBL team. 

“DeMarco was clearly the best 
basketball player in the Games,” 
said Jasinski. “It’s impressive that 
the pro leagues there scouted the 
Gay Games for players. No other 
pro leagues would ever do that.” 

Angelinos 

Without contracts dancing 
through their heads, most players 
enjoyed the thrill of Games com¬ 
petition. Among the more relaxed 
athletes were Gabriel Caldwell of 
the gold medal-winning L.A. Heat 
basketball team, and his friend 
Shon Anderson of the L.A. Sharks. 
The two also competed in several 
track events. 

“This is my first Games, but 
I’ve played in a few gay tourna¬ 
ments,” said Caldwell, whose team 
has won tournaments for the past 
several years. “A lot of guys from 
Long Beach and L.A. know each 
other, and they’ve competed to¬ 
gether before.” 

Anderson’s track schedule in¬ 
cluded the 800 meter, 4x100, and 
4x400 relays, while Caldwell ran in 
the 110 hurdles and the 4x400 
meter relay. 

“Our schedules are going to 
conflict a little bit, but it’ll work 
out,” said Anderson at the Games. 
“Besides, the more medals you 
get, the better. That’s what it’s all 
about, winning and having fun.” 

And win they did. The L.A. 
Heat’s gold was not won easily, 
beating the Rockdogs by a single 
point in the semi-finals. 

“Out of our four San Francisco 
teams, three of them were in the

efficient sports center in 

1 P North Sydney, basketball 
games played out on four courts 
throughout the week of Gay 
Games VI last November with the 
squeak of sneakers and the chirp 
of whistles. 

The gold medal for the Games 
ended up going to the Los Ange¬ 
les Heat, and the silver medal to 
the Long Beach Rebels. The 
bronze went to United American 
Bailers, leaving the Gay Games V 
gold medal winner the San Fran¬ 
cisco Rockdogs in fourth place. 

But in the days preceding the 
medal rounds, players were slotted 
in an exhausting schedule of up to 
12 games for the week. 

On court one, a handsome 
French team defeated a Dutch 
squad. On another, a Taiwanese 
women’s team warmed up as their 
coach hung the country’s flag on 
a wall. Next to them, a young Syd¬ 
ney team was fouled left and right 
by an overly aggressive U.S. squad. 
It was Davids vs. Goliaths, and the 
Davids had more bruises than 
points as souvenirs. 

Not that being American as¬ 
sured victory. Several pick-up 
Yank teams had already been de¬ 
feated by East Sydney and other 
teams. But many talked of the im¬ 
pending threat of facing the San 
Francisco Rockdogs. 

They played another San Fran¬ 
cisco squad, the Castro Eagles, and 
courtly behavior was friendly. Elli¬ 
son Pork of Dallas, Texas, 
played in Sydney for the 
Eagles. 

“We have people from 
Virginia, Detroit, all over,” 
said Pork. “We never played 
together before, but we have 
a good chance of doing some¬ 
thing special. We’d 
never met each other, 
but we’re like a family.” 

Rockin’ 

San Franciscan 
Tony Jasinski is known to most 
U.S. gay basketball players as a 
stalwart supporter and player in 
the sport. Having lost to “proba¬ 
bly the best team in the tourna¬ 
ment, we’re still having a great 
time with a lot of good athletes.” 

Jasinski played with the Castro 
Eagles, but knew that one of his 
other hometown teams, the Rock¬ 
dogs, would end up in the closely 
contested finals, where the differ¬ 
ence between medal and fourth 
place was decided by a mere few 
points. 

“We were just trying to keep 
our intensity, not trying to show- 
boat,” said coach Alex Herrera, 
who remained calm amid the 
hoop hoopla. 

Rory Ray has played with the 
Rockdogs for over a year. “We’re a 
pretty young team compared to 
most of the others. It’s a time to 
learn how to play together, how to 
move on the court together.” 

Chris Johnson, the youngest of 
the Rockdogs, said, “You learn 
something more about these play¬ 
ers every day.

Out and out 

With so many highly contested 
games, emotions and tension were 
understandable. 

The bronze medal match was 
said to be lackluster, in that the 
teams did not really want to win 
the third place spot, having set 
their sights on gold.

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model cost him about $13,000 to 
produce). Reid’s vision is to offer 
the houses to homeless individuals 
in exchange for their work cleaning 
and maintaining city blocks. 

“If I were mayor we’d build 
2,000 of these homes and put 
them on every city block,” said 
Reid. “Volunteers would live in 
them for free, and pick up litter, 
clean up graffiti, and plant trees.” 

Reid’s finished ShelterOne, 
which has been displayed outside 
City Hall on several occasions and 
now resides in his backyard. A loop¬ 
hole in the building code, he said, 
allows the home to stay there legal¬ 
ly as a permanent homeless shelter, 
despite not meeting the 250 square 
foot minimum requirement. Reid 
created his own nonprofit, Habitat 


for the Homeless, and donated the 
house to the organization with the 
goal that it would one day perma¬ 
nently house someone. 

The replica to be raffled off, 
said Reid, could be donated to his 
program, or could go home with 
the luck winner, provided that the 
person is up for finding a legal 
way to keep it. 

“There is a dilemma with the 
zoning,” said Reid. “You could use 
the house as a children’s play¬ 
house, and then it could be mar¬ 
ginally legal, but whoever wins will 
have some issues to deal with.” 

Reid will not take responsibili¬ 
ty for the winner’s quest to find 
suitable land, he said, but he will, 
if elected mayor, aim to change 
the zoning laws that make it diffi¬ 
cult to build small, affordable 
housing. 

“My goal is to build housing 
for every San Franciscan,” said 


Reid. “We’re going to need to 
change zoning for that but I feel 
there’s enough people who would 
want to change zoning.” 

Reid no longer tows Shel¬ 
terOne to show it off at City Hall 

- the last time he did so, he got 
pulled over for several violations 

- but he encourages anyone who 
is interested to call him for a tour. 

“People can call me any time 
they want. When people walk 
through the front door it ab¬ 
solutely sells them on the con¬ 
cept,” he said. T

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has ever been able to curtail the 
right of an individual to speak a 
3,700-year-old Greek word, except 
the Supreme Court.” 

Ammiano and Norman also 
recalled Ms. Dunlap’s legal work 
with the black San Francisco fire¬ 
fighters years ago, when she chal¬ 
lenged the representation of mi¬ 
norities and women in the San 
Francisco Fire Department. 

“She fought for civil rights in 
the Fire Department,” Ammiano 
recalled. 

Retired San Francisco Fire 
Chief Robert Demmons was also 
deeply saddened upon learning of 
Ms. Dunlap’s death. Demmons 
was one of the African American 
firefighters who fought the de¬ 
partment with Dunlap’s help in 
the early 1980s. 

“One New Year’s Day I was re¬ 
laxing, watching the festivities - 
the bowl games and the parade - 
on TV when I got a call from 
Mary. She was working on our 
case and wanted some documents 
I had,” Demmons recalled in an 
interview Tuesday. He drove them 
over to her house even though 
Ms. Dunlap said it could wait. 
“Here I was relaxing and she was 


working hard,” Demmons said. 

“We’ve always been real close,” 
he added. “I’ve never met anyone 
more compassionate than Mary. 
We called each other brother and 
sister, and when I call her sister, I 
really mean it.” 

Kate Kendell, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights, noted that Ms. Dun¬ 
lap was involved with NCLR from 
its earliest days. 

“She was one circle removed 
from the founding group,” 
Kendell said. “She was involved in 
feminist issues and legal issues 
and was one of only three or four 
out lesbian attorneys in the 1970s 
in San Francisco.” 

Mason, who said the couple 
would have celebrated their 18th

Please also read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA." 

Read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you 
refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. This leaflet provides a 
summary about SUSTIVA and does not include everything there is to know about your 
medicine. This information is not meant to take the place of talking with your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used in combination with other medicines to help treat infection 
with Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV), the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of anti-HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor” (NNRTI). 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (viral load). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells, a 
type of immune cell in blood. SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

SUSTIVA does not cure HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections and complications. Therefore, it is very important that you stay under the care 
of your doctor. 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Therefore, 
continue to practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Serious psychiatric problems. A small number of patients experience severe depression, 
strange thoughts, or angry behavior while taking SUSTIVA. Some patients have thoughts 
of suicide and a few have actually committed suicide. These problems tend to occur more 
often in patients who have had mental illness. Contact your doctor right away if you think 
you are having these psychiatric symptoms, so your doctor can decide if you should 
continue to take SUSTIVA. 

Common side effects. Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble 
concentrating and/or unusual dreams during treatment with SUSTIVA. These side effects 
may be reduced if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime on an empty stomach. They also tend 
to go away after you have taken the medicine for a few weeks. If you have these common 
side effects such as dizziness, it does not mean that you will also have serious psychiatric 
problems such as severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry behavior. Tell your 
doctor right away if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. It is possible 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood 
altering (street) drugs. 

If you are dizzy, have trouble'concentrating, or are drowsy, avoid activities that may 
be dangerous, such as driving or operating machinery. 

Rash is common. Rashes usually go away without any change in treatment. In a small 
number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your doctor right 
away. Rash may be a serious problem in some children. Tell your child s doctor right 
away if you notice rash or any other side effects while your child is taking SUS l IVA. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 

Changes in body fat. Changes in body fat develop in some patients taking anti-HIV 
medicine. These changes may include an increased amount of fat in the upper back and 
neck (“buffalo hump"), in the breasts, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, 
and face may also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these fat changes 
are not known. 

Tell your doctor or healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

Contact your doctor before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects or for any 
other reason. 

This is not a complete list of side effects possible with SUSTIVA. Ask your doctor or 
pharmacist for a more complete list of side effects of SUSTIVA and all the medicines 
you will take. 


How should I take SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

General Information 

• You should take SUSTIVA on an empty stomach, preferably at bedtime. 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with food increases the amount of medicine in your body, which 
may increase the frequency of side effects. 

• Taking SUSTIVA at bedtime may make some side effects less bothersome. 

• SUSTIVA must be taken in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. If you take 
only SUSTIVA, the medicine may stop working. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose 
right away, unless it is almost time for your next dose. Do not double the next dose. 
Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best 
times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on 
your own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• If you believe you took more than the prescribed amount of SUSTIVA, contact your 
local Poison Control Center or emergency room right away. 

• Tell your doctor if you start any new medicine or change how you take old ones. Your 
doses may need adjustment. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 
This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to 
SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

• Your doctor may want to do blood tests to check for certain side effects while you 
take SUSTIVA. 

Capsules 

. The dose of SUSTIVA capsules for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken 
together) once a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see 

Can children take SUSTIVA?) 


Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any 
other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children 
may be lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are 
available. Your child's doctor will determine the right dose based on your child's weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to the active ingredient, efavirenz, or to any of 
the inactive ingredients. Your doctor and pharmacist have a list of the inactive ingredients. 

What should I avoid while taking SUSTIVA? 

• Women taking SUSTIVA should not become pregnant. Serious birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in 
humans. Tell your doctor right away if you are pregnant. Also talk with your doctor 
it you want to become pregnant. 

• Women should not rely only on hormone-based birth control, such as pills, injections, 
or implants, because SUSTIVA may make these contraceptives ineffective. Women must 
use a reliable form of barrier contraception, such as a condom or diaphragm, even if 
they also use other methods of birth control. 

• Do not breast-feed if you are taking SUSTIVA. The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention recommend that mothers with HIV not breast-feed because they can pass 
the HIV through their milk to the baby. Also, SUSTIVA may pass through breast milk 
and cause serious harm to the baby. Talk with your doctor if you are breast-feeding. 
You may need to stop breast-feeding or use a different medicine. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with alcohol or other medicines causing similar side effects as 
SUSTIVA, such as drowsiness, may increase those side effects. 

• Do not take any other medicines without checking with your doctor. These medicines 
include prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal products, especially 
St. John’s wort. 

Before using SUSTIVA, tell your doctor if you 

• have problems with your liver, or have hepatitis. Your doctor may want to do tests 
to check your liver while you take SUSTIVA. 

• have ever had mental illness or are using drugs or alcohol. 


What important information should I know about taking other medicines with 
SUSTIVA (etavirenz)? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines, including ones for HIV, and cause 
serious side effects. Your doctor may change your other medicines or change their 
doses. Other medicines, including herbal products, may affect SUSTIVA. For this reason, 

it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those 
you buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your prescription and non-prescription medicines as well as any herbal 
remedies that you are taking when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how 
much you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture 
of the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

Taking SUSTIVA with St. John's wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold 
as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort is not recommended. 
Talk with your doctor if you are taking or are planning to take St. John's wort. Taking 
St John’s wort may decrease SUSTIVA levels and lead to increased viral load and possible 
resistance to SUSTIVA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV drugs. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA ' 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA : 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be replaced with another medicine when taken 
with SUSTIVA**: 

• Fortovase®, Invirase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

The following medicines may need to have their dose changed when taken with 
SUSTIVA**: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin) 

• Methadone 

These are not all the medicines that may cause problems if you take SUSTIVA. 
Be sure to tell your doctor about all medicines that you take. 

General advice about SUSTIVA: 

Medicines are sometimes prescribed for conditions that are not mentioned in patient 
information leaflets. Do not use SUSTIVA for a condition for which it was not prescribed. 
Do not give SUSTIVA to other people, even if they have the same symptoms you have. 
It may harm them. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 
The temperature can range from 59° to 86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

This leaflet summarizes the most important information about SUSTIVA. If you would 
like more information, talk with your doctor. You can ask your pharmacist or doctor for 
the full prescribing information about SUSTIVA, or you can visit the SUSTIVA website 
at http://www.sustiva.com or call 1-800-426-7644.

'Thief River' at New Conservatory Theatre

on’t be alarmed if you find 
fl $' yourself in one of the small 
m w huddles at intermission for 
Thief River trying to sort out the 
characters. That’s the way play¬ 
wright Lee Blessing designed it, 
and all becomes clear in the sec¬ 
ond act. 

Blessing’s recent off-Broadway 
play, now at the New Conservato¬ 
ry Theatre Center in an inviting 
production, chronicles the lives of 
two gay men from their teen years 
to old age. But Blessing challenges 
the audience to stay alert as scenes 
from the play’s three time periods 
(1948, 1973, and 2001) are shuf¬ 
fled, and it isn’t until the very end 
that the final piece of the puzzle is 
finally revealed. 

This is the story of Gil and Ray, 
two kids from a Midwestern farm 
town who take different journeys 
when their tentative love affair 
comes to light. Ray stays behind in 
Thief River, gets married, and has 
a family. Gil goes off to the big 
city, comes out, and goes through 
a series of lovers. But they stay 
connected through an exchange 
of passionately honest letters. 

Blessing, best known for A 
Walk in the Woods, is a writer with 
a warm heart, and while straight 
himself, has managed to create a 
gay love story that resonates with 
honesty. So, too, does the evolving 
homophobia that confronts the 


characters at key moments in 
their lives. 

Three sets of actors play Gil 
and Ray at their various ages, and 
each actor has another important 
character to play. That provides a 
challenge for audiences, not to 
mention the actors, and you may 
find yourself using articles of 
clothing as a way of remembering 
who is who. 

There is consistently good 
work from all the players: Levi 
Damione, Andrew Nance, and 
Bruce Moody as the three Gils; 


and W. Jay Moore, Leon Acord, 
and Thomas Lynch as the three 
Rays. Director Ed Decker has 
guided his actors well, and has flu¬ 
idly staged the time-shifting play. 

In terms of gay demographics, 
Thief River is a play with some¬ 
thing for everyone: young, medi¬ 
um, and old. It’s also a play that 
finds a gentle message in the vio¬ 
lence that propels it. NCTC gets 
high marks for putting this 
change-of-pace play on its Pride 
Season, and for rendering it with 
such sensitivity. T

T. Williams' "Fugitive Kind' in Marin

E ven at age 26, and still in col¬ 
lege, Tennessee Williams 
knew he didn’t want to be a 
“Herman.” This barely seen char¬ 
acter in Fugitive Kind represents a 
bland, unchallenged middle-class 
mentality that is the unworthy re¬ 
cipient of the world’s favors. Those 
who don’t conform, Williams is 
saying, are forced to become fugi¬ 
tives of one kind of another. 

Although The Fugitive Kind 
became the name of the 1960 film 
adaptation of Williams’ Orpheus 
Descending, the title first belonged 
to this 1937 play that had two am¬ 
ateur performances in St. Louis 
before being forgotten for 60 
years. Marin Theatre Company is 
offering the professional world 
premiere of this frustrating, fasci¬ 
nating work that broadly hints at 
the greater plays to come. 

Three years ago, MTC pre¬ 
miered another “lost” Williams 
play, Spring Storm, which had 
many of the familiar Williams 
qualities that would soon erupt in 
The Glass Menagerie. Fugitive 
Kind, a Depression-era saga of the 
dispossessed, is more in keeping 
with Williams’ prison drama Not 
About Nightingales, still another 
recently rediscovered play that is 
also rooted in oppression politics 
and social realism. 

MTC director Lee Sankowich 
did a find job with Spring Storm, 
and he provides Fugitive Kind 
with another handsome introduc¬ 
tion. Set in the lobby of a flop- 
house from Christmas Eve to New 
Year’s Day, the play begins with a 
leisurely introduction of its large 


cast of characters. But amid the 
drifters and winos shelling out 15 
cents for a bed, a forbidden ro¬ 
mance begins its boil. 

Glory Gwendlebaum, obedi¬ 
ent daughter of the miserly flop- 
house owner, works as the desk 
clerk until, each night, her safe 
and dull boyfriend Herman beck¬ 
ons with a tap on the window. She 
is a sympathetic figure, kind to the 
transients in her charge, but she 
resists, at first, the attraction she 
feels for a mysterious boarder 
with unexpectedly upscale airs 
about him. Terry Meighan is a 
fugitive, literally and figuratively, 
and she melts under his danger¬ 
ous charms. 

Terry provides some of the 
play’s social commentary, but 
most of it falls to Leo, Glory’s 
brother and a radical college stu¬ 
dent, who could be Tom Joad in 
another life. His overheated dia¬ 
tribe against a God who has failed 
is one of the youthful excesses that 
Williams displays, along with a 
wordiness and repetition that es¬ 
pecially affects the second act. 


The principal characters and 
their motivations can be murky, 
but the strong cast in Marin helps 
with these rough spots. Emily 
Ackerman and Scott Coopwood 
are captivating in their slow dance 
of sexual passion. Ed Sarafian 
plays Glory’s Yiddish-accented fa¬ 
ther as a familiar type, but with 
polish. Richard Gallagher ably 
combines vulnerability and pas¬ 
sion as the student radical, and, 
indeed, everyone in the sprawling 
cast finds the right notes for all 
the characters. 

With such a large cast, the play 
is economically prohibitive for 
most professional theaters. But 
Marin Theatre Company has 
found a way, and the results have 
amply rewarded the effort. T

also displays uncommon maturi¬ 
ty in his interpretation. His choice 
of Rachmaninoff’s Piano Concer¬ 
to No. 2 had me worried at first. It 
is such an obvious crowd-pleaser, 
almost guaranteed to earn a 
standing ovation. 

The ovation happened, of 
course, but the soloist appeared 
hell-bent on proving that he was 
taking the work seriously. Ironi¬ 
cally, it was his refusal to wallow 
in the plush late Romanticism of 
the piece that robbed it of much 
pleasure for me. The tempos 
throughout were slow to the point 
of almost standing still, and there 
was a certain grimness in Lang 
Lang’s heavy tread. 

Every note was articulated with 
steely control, and there was an un¬ 
pleasant clangorous sound in the 
opening pages, but the young 
artist’s approach grew on me — 
despite a real misjudgment of the 
interplay between soloists in the 
second movement. The great 
melody of the final movement still 
proved irresistible, and the final Al¬ 
legretto raised the requisite goose- 
bumps, with thanks to MTT’s sup¬ 
port. It was a fresh look at an old 
warhorse, and the soloist is to be 
commended for his determination. 

The concert began with a typ¬ 
ically charming Tilson Thomas 
performance of Stravinsky’s brief 
Scherzo a la russe, but the real 
main event came after intermis¬ 
sion, with the long and intriguing 
Symphony No. 15 in A major by 
Shostakovich. 

Like Schnittke, Shostakovich 
had a tough time of it in his na¬ 
tive Russia, and his vast repertoire 
reflects every aspect of a very 
complicated mind. His music 
runs the gamut of emotion, but 
his genius is never in doubt. The 
Fifteenth, like the Fourth Sym¬ 
phony, is endlessly fascinating. 

The references in the sympho¬ 
ny, from Rossini to Wagner, can 
be perplexing. It takes a conduc¬ 
tor like MTT to unravel the mys¬ 
tery without losing'the sense of 
mystery. The long passages of al¬ 
most static contemplation, the 
sudden bursts of energy, and the 
ferocious wit and humanity were 
not shortchanged in this dramat¬ 
ic reading. There was a tension 
and comprehension throughput 
that only an accomplished inter¬ 
preter could supply. 

It is a great relief that MTT has 
finally decided to really get into 
the problematic works of another 
great composer, one he has resist¬ 
ed until late in his own career. It 
must be a hugely satisfying chal¬ 
lenge to a musician who has 
shown such insight with other 
iconoclasts, like Mahler and Ives. 

The performance was superbly 
controlled, and the result was a 
deeply moving interpretation. It 
was the kind of experience that 
lingers in the mind and generates 
personal introspection. It’s nice to 
have MTT home again. T 


Russian ruminations 


MTT returns to the Davies Hall podium

gg| Jg ichael Tilson Thomas is 
|U| back from his annual hol- 
| if i iday hiatus and, even 
without the Christmas trees, the 
lights at Davies Hall are shining 
brighter. Two stunning concerto 
performances and a profound 
probing of Shostakovich’s last 
symphony have reminded us just 
how much electricity the maestro 
can generate. 

MTT’s championing of Con- 
certmaster Alexander Barantschik 
has also been well and truly justi¬ 
fied. The orchestra’s leading vio¬ 
linist has shown exceptional 
promise since his hiring here in 
2001, but a solo turn with Alfred 
Schnittke’s Violin Concerto No. 4 
two weeks ago has proved that he, 
too, is an artist of the first order. 

As leader of the London Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra, Barantschik’s 
skill must have been apparent to 
Tilson Thomas. He has toured the 
world performing the great con¬ 


certos of Brahms, Sibelius, 
Prokofiev, Tchaikovsky and Wal¬ 
ton. Since his tenure began in 
Northern California, the Fine Arts 
Museums of San Francisco 
arranged for his exclusive use, for 
three seasons, of the 1742 
Guarnerius violin. Bequeathed by 
Jascha Heifetz, this is the instru¬ 
ment on which Ferdinand David 
introduced the Mendelssohn Vio¬ 
lin Concerto. 

Heifetz specified that only mu¬ 
sicians worthy of its legacy should 
play it, and Barantschik is demon¬ 
strating his merit with increasing 
strength. The Schnittke Concerto 
No. 4 was a bold choice for the 
venerable violin and the per¬ 
former. 

The composer’s anguished life 
colors all of his remarkable scores, 
but the works for violin are, ar¬ 
guably, his most personal state¬ 
ments. Politically reviled in his 
homeland of the former Soviet 
Union and racked by physical ad¬ 
versity in his later years, Schnittke’s 
music is often something akin to 


raw nerve-ends. That he also 
maintained a keen intellectual wit 
and biting sense of humor is testi¬ 
mony to his indomitable spirit. 

Characterized as a “polystylist,” 
the prolific writer forged an un¬ 
mistakable voice that could be 
painfully dissonant one moment, 
and lyrical or acerbically amusing 
the next. The Fourth Concerto 
shows all of his skill with remark¬ 
able power. Barantschik made a 
meal of it, with able support from 
MTT and his orchestral colleagues. 

At the end of the second move¬ 
ment and the concluding fourth 
movement, Schnittke requires the 
soloist to supply a “Cadenza vi- 
suale.” In other words, he is to em¬ 
bellish the score without actually 
making a sound. Barantschik 
silently sawed away at the 
Guarnerius as he strode from stage 
left to right with a glowering in¬ 
tensity. It was a curiously moving 
coup de theatre, demonstrating the 
composer’s stated “brief attempts 
to escape — the sense of failure as 
we sink back into sound.” 


Piano pleasures 

Last week brought another for¬ 
midable soloist to center stage, but 
this time the featured instrument 
was a mighty Steinway piano. 
Lang Lang, the 20-year-old Chi¬ 
nese pianist, made his SFS debut 
in 2000 with a splash, and he 
shows no signs of slowing down. 

Unlike many young bravura 
performers,. Lang Lang is more 
than a brilliant technician — he

mances hitherto available only on 
pirated tape or disc is an historic 
service to listeners. The greatest of 
this bunch, released a few years 
ago, is still the 1955 Berlin Lucia 
di Lammermoor, conducted by 
Herbert von Karajan. Of the latest 
crop, the revelation is Bellini’s La 
Sonnambula, recorded on March 
5,1955, the production’s opening 
night at La Scala. 

Visconti’s period theme was 
“the waking dream,” logical since 
Amina is a sleepwalker (somnam¬ 
bulist) who gets in trouble by in¬ 
nocently walking into the bed¬ 
room of a visiting nobleman. The 
Giselle- like stage pictures were also 
logical as Perrot’s romantic ballet 
appeared in 1841, a decade after 
Sonnambula, all connections 
which the theatrically cultivated 
Visconti understood intimately. 
There exists no documentation on 
how Visconti, Bernstein (who was 
hardly known as an opera con¬ 
ductor in those days, much less a 
bel canto specialist) and Callas 
worked out their extraordinary vi¬ 
sion, but you can clearly hear the 
results on this thrilling set. 

Bernstein whips up the cho- 


which, with tenor Nicola Monti 
and conductor Antonino Votto, is 
superseded by this new issue.) 

Yet even without visual evi¬ 
dence, we understand how well 
Visconti’s ideas worked. As Amina 
wakes from yet another sleep¬ 
walking dream (where she per¬ 
ilously crosses a high, rickety 
bridge), Visconti turned up the 
house lights and had Callas come 
all the way to the stage apron. The 
dream is over. As Amina carols 
through “Ah, non giunge,” you 
can literally hear the audience 
start to stir and murmur. Before 
Callas even finishes, they are 
drowning her in cheers. 

So, as a document of a once- 
in-a-lifetime experience, this Son¬ 
nambula is indispensable. It is also 
the only time you will hear Callas 
partnered by a tenor, the late Ce- 
sare Valletti, who in his own way 
is as great a bel canto stylist as she 
' is. Their duets are melting perfec¬ 
tion. I’m not that crazy about the 
rest of the cast, especially Eugenia 
Ratti’s shrill Lisa, but it hardly 
matters. This is the Maria-Lenny- 
Luchino show, and it is spectacu¬ 
lar. T

Maria Callas finally 
released from pirates 

Live in Visconti/Bemstein ' Sonnambula' 


The largest gathering of alternative, self-published 
and independent comics in the country!

he Greek-Americart diva 
I Maria Callas has been dead 
for over a quarter of a centu¬ 
ry, yet interest in her perfor¬ 
mances — commercially record¬ 
ed and from live pirated tapes — 
has never waned. Callas, of 
course, always had a gay con¬ 
stituency. Larger than life on stage 
and totally demented off it, she 
was a classic sacred monster like 
Judy Garland and Tallulah 
Bankhead. 

Ironically, though Callas per¬ 
sonally espoused the typical ho¬ 
mophobic generalities of the 
1950s, her greatest triumphs at La 
Scala, the home of opera in Mi¬ 
lano, were in the company of 
Luchino Visconti, at the time 
Italy’s most “out” gay celebrity 
and an honored stage and film di¬ 
rector. Together they created such 
watershed productions as La 
Vestale, La Traviata and La Son¬ 
nambula, which Visconti set like 
pages from an album of romantic 
ballerinas for his newly slim diva. 

Callas may have fallen in love 
with the director (he thought so), 
for she pouted when Visconti and 
Leonard Bernstein, who conduct¬ 
ed Sonnambula, regularly disap¬ 
peared in search of manly “enter¬ 
tainments” to which the soprano 
was not welcome. Yet Callas was 
an artist, and her first concern was 
not her personal life — indeed, it 
only got out of hand when her 
voice began to fail — but creating 
operatic characters with an in¬ 
sight as close to genius as any 
singer of the last century. 

In her commercial studio 
recordings, as wonderful as many 
of them are, one hears only part 
of the Callas message, which is 
why the release by EMI Classics of 
a number of live Callas perfor-

ruses and then relaxes for Amina’s 
solos. Callas employs a dreamy 
half-voice for most of the opera. 
You can hear every note, and the 
timbre is distinctly Maria, but it 
isn’t until the final rondo, “Ah, 
non giunge,” that she opens up 
the full battery. And, yes, this in¬ 
cludes a few harsh high notes. The 
staccati that Bernstein wrote for 
her decorations are a tad much. 
(They’ve disappeared by the 1957 
EMI commercial recording

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Fishing with the master 

'Casting a Spell: Winslow Homer, Artist and Angler' at Legion of Honor

Iff hrough February 9 at the 
California Palace of the Le¬ 
if gion of Honor, there is a rare 
chance to enjoy about 50 of the 
later works of one of the finest 
masters of watercolor wlio ever 
lived, Americarr painter Winslow 
Homer (1836-1910). The show’s 
only other venue is Fort Worth’s 
Amon Carter Museum, the home 
base of the exhibition’s curator 
Patricia Junker. 

As is often the case.with a well- 
selected group of artworks that 
focus on a specific period of an 
artist’s oeuvre, a number of these 
gems usually hang on the walls of 
private collectors and are rarely 
seen in museums. That is one of 
the great pleasures of Casting a 
Spell. (The second subtitle of the 
exhibition seems superfluous, but 
I guess it helps to draw in visitors 
who would not come to a show 
called simply Winslow Homer, 
Artist and Angler, which is the title 
of the accompanying catalog.) 

Having risen to fame as a hu¬ 
manistic illustrator of the Civil 
War in the US, Homer was enjoy-

ing the peaceful autumn years of 
a well-established painter when 
he created these paintings. The 
latest work at the Legion dates 
from 1905, when the artist was 69. 
As prolific as ever in his later 
years, he took his watercolor box 
with him on his frequent fishing 
excursions, which ranged from lo¬ 
cations in Quebec through up¬ 
state New York to central Florida. 

Academic studies of North 
American fish species comple¬ 
ment the original works by 
Homer in one gallery. The rough 
equivalent of Audubon’s bird 
studies, they highlight the cultur¬ 
al importance of fly-fishing in this 
era, which had seen it grow from a 
regional activity into a popular 
national pastime by the 1870s. 
The catalog provides a more in- 
depth description of the history of 
fish painting in 19th-century 
America, for context. 

Homer was a serious sports¬ 
man, and as such was elected to

published in a book, Assemblies of 
Magic (Twin Palms Publishers, 
$75), that coincides with a recent¬ 
ly closed retrospective at Phillips 
Academy in Andover, MA. It is a 
beautiful volume, and it does full 
justice to his work’s subtleties. 
Works from the late ’60s, when 
O’Reilly was just getting familiar 
with a pair of scissors and a pot of 
glue, through his crucial transi¬ 
tion to using his own black-and- 
white Polaroids, to the near-ab¬ 
stractions of the present are in¬ 
cluded, many in double-paged 
spreads that approach the size of 
the originals. Two essays, one by 
art historian Francine Koslow 
Miller, the other a meditation on 
the artist’s influences by the 
show’s curator Klaus Kertess, 
should answer most reader’s ques-

membership in exclusive clubs for 
fishermen like the north Woods 
Club in the Adirondacks in the 
1880s. But regardless of how the 
viewer may feel about the joys of 
fly-fishing, the great pleasure pro¬ 
vided by Casting a Spell is to ab¬ 
sorb the beauty that Homer 
brings to the depiction of what is 
a fairly mundane and static activ¬ 
ity. The artist creates grace 


through the rendering of a far- 
flung fishing line, tracing an arc 
across the picture plane as a final 
flourish. See', for example, “A 
Good Pool, Saguenay River” 
(1895) (above). Amazingly, that 
swirl is occasionally created by 
leaving the fishing line as a light, 
negative space against the dark 
landscape behind it. 

Homer’s gift as a colorist, un¬ 


matched in the history of Ameri¬ 
can watercolor painting, except 
perhaps by John Singer Sargent, 
gives us the lush tropical feel of the 
Homosassa Jungle on Florida’s 
Gulf Coast, and the chill of Cana¬ 
da’s autumn, in equal measure. 

Homer also had an eye for the 
rugged male form, and the beefy 
younger men who were his sylvan 
guides, or those who portaged his 
fishing canoe from one location 
to another, are rendered with lov¬ 
ing care. His monochrome land¬ 
scape studies are revolutionary 
works, and three such grisaille 
views of Canadian lakes from 
1895 are on display in the exhibi¬ 
tion. They hint at the near-ab¬ 
stractions which will dominate 
the paintings of the last years of 
Winslow Homer’s life. ▼

O’Reilly’s work gives art histo¬ 
rians a lot to work with. It is as 
rich and savory as a luxurious 
bouillabaisse in its references to 
art history, sexuality and Catholi¬ 
cism. Perhaps the key to his work’s 
development was his upbringing 
under the strict and parochial 
Catholicism of America’s immi¬ 
grant church. That church might 
have been repressive, but it cer¬ 
tainly fed the imagination of a 
young boy with sensations — im¬ 
ages, smells and sounds. Like that 
of Mapplethorpe, Robert Gober, 
Andres Serrano and local saint 
Jerome Caja, O’Reilly’s transgres¬ 
sive imagery couldn’t have existed 
without the institutional Church 
weighing on his conscience. 

In many instances, O’Reilly’s 
photo-montages approach the 
sacrilegious. Even Mapplethorpe 
didn’t show Jesus Christ getting 
blown by a young man, as O’Reil¬ 
ly does. But transgression for its 
own end is not his purpose. His 


goal, I would say, is to suggest that 
human sexuality, human desire, 
knows no bounds, and that even 
Jesus Christ, who came to Earth to 
do his father’s work, taking on a 
body, experienced desire, too. 
Otherwise, he wouldn’t have been 
fully human, and it’s the teaching 
of the Church that he was. If skep¬ 
tical, O’Reilly is a deeply Catholic 
artist, as are Caja, Serrano and 
Gober. They just take the Church’s 
teachings more seriously than 
many of those in the Church. The 
Jesus being fellated is from a 
painting by Giovanni Bellini, as is 
another of Christ inserting his 
finger in a young man’s anus. 
(Their partners are derived from 
other sources.) O’Reilly’s love of 
art history is catholic in the other 
sense of the word. Titian, Car¬ 
avaggio, Velazquez, Poussin, Rem¬ 
brandt, Watteau, Corot, Courbet, 
Eakins, Picasso are fellow players 
in O’Reilly’s playpen, along with 
nameless porno stars (are they al¬ 
ways “stars?”) and so many self- 
portraits that it must make the 
artist blush on occasion. 

The two Bellini Christs are 


from the War Series, some 40 
works O’Reilly made in 1990 and 
1991. Kertess was right to focus 
on the series in his essay: it is 
O’Reilly’s masterpiece. Indeed, it 
is one of the most profound 
works to have emerged from the 
cataclysm of World War II. To his 
familiar stew of homosex, religion 
and art history, O’Reilly adds war 
photography that depicts the 
deaths of innocent young men in 
squalid corners of the Old World 
and on Pacific islands, sent, as al¬ 
ways, to do old men’s dirty work. 
The layering of the imagery is 
denser, the suggestions more fe¬ 
cund: the leg of a sex star brushes 
up against a halo’d saint, which 
together abut the dead body of a 
young man, a promiscuous poly¬ 
morphous intermingling of flesh 
and idea,, of life-ever-after and 
love-and/or-death-in-the-here- 
and-now. In their common hu¬ 
manity, these boys feel the hunger 
to connect — to another body, to 
a godhead, to a transcendent idea. 
Instead, there is disappointment, 
disillusion and death. Forever and 
ever, amen. T

The Gospels according to Gabe 


Playwright Norman Allen on 'In the Garden' 


by Richard Dodds 


omehow, playwright Nor- 
I man Allen’s research into the 
historical Jesus became a 
play about a contemporary male 
prostitute who has sex with two 
husbands and one wife in its 90- 
minute span. 

In the Garden, beginning per¬ 
formances this week at New Con¬ 
servatory Theatre Center, focuses 
on the charismatic Gabe, a stu¬ 
dent of Jesus’ lessons who can ac¬ 
commodate a variety of sexual in¬ 
terests without feeling any shame. 

“He certainly perceives himself 
as innocent,” Allen said. “In one of 
the lines in the play, he says, and 
I’m paraphrasing, what could be 
more true to Christianity than to 
prostitute yourself, because you 
become so humble that you be¬ 
come whatever the person paying 
you wants you to be.” . 

In the Garden had its 
premiere in 2001 at the 
Signature Theatre in 
Arlington, Va., where he 
and his theater-director 
partner make their 
home. After garnering a 
favorable review in The 
Washington Post (“a 
smart, adroitly 
written, and ex¬ 
ceedingly dense 
play”), it won the Charles 
MacArthur Award for outstand¬ 
ing new play at the 2002 Helen 
Hayes-Awards for DC-area the¬ 
ater. The NCTC production will 
be its first since its premiere. 

“I grew up near San Francis¬ 
co,” Allen said from his home in 
Virginia, “and I come through 
town quite a bit to visit family and 
stuff. I had seen a couple of [New 
Conservatory’s] plays and really 
like what they were doing. It 
seemed to be a good match be¬ 
tween what their work was and 
what I’ve been working on my¬ 
self.”

Allen, 42, began his playwrit¬ 
ing career during the four years he 
lived in Provincetown on Cape 
Cod. Larry, Queen of 
Scots, about Mary’s 
loyal and gay servant, 
was his first produced 
play. Here to Stay, his 
first professionally pro¬ 
duced play, was a farci¬ 
cal coming-out story 
based on his own ex¬ 
periences. 

His actual com¬ 
ing-out experience 
“was never terribly 
difficult,” Allen said. “I was always 
very grateful to have grown up 
near San Francisco. I was in high 
school during the late 70s, and 
every time you opened the paper, 
there was something about gay 
rights and the movement. By the 
time I got my driver’s license, a 
friend and I would drive into the 
Castro and walk around and not 
tell each other that we were gay.” 

Not all of Allen’s plays are gay- 
flavored. His 1998 play Waiting in 
Tobolsk is about the last days of 
the Tsar Nicholas’ family. And 
Fool’s Gold focuses on California’s 
Gold Rush days. 



But in Melville Slept Here, an¬ 
other Signature premiere, he went 
gay where you might not expect 
it. “That play feels very much like 
The Ghost and Mrs. Muir, but in 
this case, it turns out that the 
wailing captain who has become a 
ghost is gay himself. The goal was 
to have the audience sit back and 
think they are at a safe little com¬ 
edy, and then turn the tables on 
them. I think in everything I 
write, I try to broaden people’s ex¬ 
pectations.” 

Something else that unites his 
work, as the playwright sees it, is 
his “affectionate, generous view of 
the world.” But he added, “That 
might be least evident in In the 
Garden. 

“In doing research before writ¬ 
ing the play, before I even knew 
what I was going to be writing 
about, I read a lot about the 
Gospels that are not included in 
the Bible. It’s aggravating, because 
I think what Jesus had to say is ab¬ 
solutely beautiful and could 
transform the world, but then it 
was distorted by the bureaucracy 
that followed him. 

“All that sounds so heavy, and 
the play certainly has serious issue 
to deal with, but it also has a lot of 
laughs.” 

And while the original Signa¬ 
ture Theatre production didn’t 
have full nudity, Allen gathers that 
the New Conservatory produc¬ 
tion very well might. 

“The play certainly calls for it,” 
the playwright said. “It would not 
be remotely gratuitous. One of 
the things that I think is interest¬ 
ing about the play, and that I was 
exploring, is how our sex reflects 
our spiritual lives.” 

In the Garden, directed by 
Christopher Jenkins, runs 
through March 30. Call 861-8972 
for tickets.

Petty criminals 

ACT's'American Buffalo'

magine if Ralph Kramden and 
Ed Norton had been small¬ 
time crooks rather than be¬ 
nignly just bumbling neighbors. 
ACT production of David 
Mamet’s American Buffalo some¬ 
times feels like the pilot for When 
Sitcom Characters Go Bad. 

Absolutely, Mamet does mean 
to be funny in his profane Ameri¬ 
can Dream eviscerations that have 
included Glengarry Glen Ross and 
Speed-the-Plow. But I’m not sure 
he intends to be this funny. It al¬ 
most seems cruel to be laughing 
at these knuckleheaded losers. 

Director Richard E.T. White 
has amped the laughter with some 
physical shtick and sight gags that 
entertain, but also undercut what 
menace and message the play does 
have. We wind up with another 
gang that couldn’t shoot straight, 
and there’s more to the play than 
that. Still, it’s enjoyable to witness 
three skilled actors throw them¬ 
selves so totally into the messy 
world according to Mamet/White. 

The setting is a Chicago junk 
store, rendered in rigorous detail 


by designer Kent Dorsey, where a 
scheme is being hatched to steal a 
supposedly valuable coin collec¬ 
tion. These are the kind of crimi¬ 
nals for which the word “petty” 
was devised, but, as screwed up as 
it is, their triangular relationship 
is a crude form of family for 
them. 

Donnie, the shopkeeper and 
“mastermind,” fusses over 
whether the simple-minded Bob, 
his younger accomplice, has had a 
nutritious breakfast. Or if Teach, 
the swaggering veteran bagman, 
had a chance to take his nap be¬ 
fore setting out to do the dirty 
deed. The plan turns out to be a 
bust, as Teach had earlier worried. 
“God forbid something inevitable 
occurs,” he cautions his comrades. 

The burly Marco Barricelli, 
one of ACT’s resident actors, is 
well cast as Teach, a thug in a 
leather coat that doesn’t hide a 
childish core. Barricelli turns up 
the petulance in his take on Teach, 
and with his nerdy reading glass¬ 
es at the ready, he creates a char¬ 
acter of preposterous, but some¬ 
how real, contradictions. 

Matt DeCaro is excellent as the 
tough-love mother-hen Donnie,

creating a realistic character that 
still fits into this hapless world. 
Damon Seawell is convincingly 
dumb and a bit cuddly as eager- 
to-please Bob. 

American Buffalo is well-re¬ 
garded as an indictment of the 
American business ethos, and that 
force is what is most missing in 
this production. In an exquisitely 
succinct and basic line, this is how 
Teach sums up the fluidity of 
morality: “Everything is alright 
for someone.” ▼

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Noah Taylor (Hitler) and John Cusack (Rothman) in Max, a biopic reinvented as a political fable. 
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by David Lamble 


§ i hen we first meet Max 

H|‘ Rothman (John Cusack), 
he’s standing in the shad¬ 
ows cast by the interior of a cav¬ 
ernous old building, an aban¬ 
doned locomotive factory that he’s 
transformed into an art gallery. 
Our view of Max is framed by the 
anarchy of color coming from the 
Dadaist masters he’s hoping to 
sell. Water runs down from a ceil¬ 
ing too high to be glimpsed; a few 
degrees colder, and it would be 
snowing indoors. Max paces im¬ 
patiently. A chainsmoker, he lights 
up with his left hand, his right arm 
lost in the war. The year is 1919, 
and in Max’s hometown, Munich, 
it’s much later than Max or his 
smart set of art-loving bohemians 
realizes. 

One night, as Max is attempt- 
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ing to carry a case of wine into his 
gallery, a shabby little man steps 
out of the shadows and offers 
Max a hand. Max addresses the 
little man as a fellow veteran, and 
they begin to talk. 

Max, by the Dutch-born first- 
time director Menno Meyjes 
(whose screenwriting credits in¬ 
clude The Color Purple and Em¬ 
pire of the Sun, both for Steven 
Spielberg), astutely reinvents the 
biopic as a political fable, conjur¬ 
ing up a time, an irony-free zone, 
in which a man like Max could 
have befriended the 30-year-old 
Adolf Hitler, a Hitler drowning in 
self-pity and boiling contempt for 
his fellow man, who still clings to 
pre-war dreams of being an artist. 

This youthful Hitler, as sensa¬ 
tionally and dangerously por¬ 
trayed by the young Australian 
actor Noah Taylor, is the not the 
Hitler of the History Channel, nor 
the Hitler of Mel Brooks, but a 
complex and very human creature 
who is not yet firmly on a path to 
becoming the leading monster of 
20th century, a kind of gold stan¬ 
dard of pure evil. 

Missing an arm, Max has just 
about everything else, everything 
that a mongrel like Hitler would 
envy. Married to a gorgeous 
dancer, Nina (Molly Parker); hav¬ 
ing a mistress, Liselore (Leelee So- 
bieski), who regards Hitler as a 
vile little guttersnipe; with wor¬ 
shipful children and matching 
sets of prickly parents and in¬ 
laws, Max is the epitome of a class 
of people Hitler loathed, fulmi¬ 
nated against, • and ultimately 
murdered. The trick of the movie 
is to get us to suspend our disbe¬ 
lief that Max would fail to notice 
that beneath the greasy hair, 
soiled clothes and rotting teeth of 
this disgruntled veteran lies some¬ 
thing truly ugly: a world view as 
irrational and dark as any Dadaist 
painting. 

Vile vegetarian 

Despite a talented ensemble, 
Max is the Max and Adolf Show 
— we are asked to dream that 
Max and Hitler could actually 
need each other. Hitler doesn’t 
smoke, drink, or eat red meat. 
He’s the date from Hell (Liselore 
reads him perfectly: “Of course he 
doesn’t have any friends, he does¬ 
n’t listen!”), and Max is a mensch. 
“Hitler, come on, I’ll buy you a 
lemonade.” 

Max dines well to the back¬ 
ground music of his father-in- 
law’s bitching about his health 


and his having no head for busi¬ 
ness. Hitler dines in a German 
Army soup kitchen to the sound 
of officers looking for scapegoats 
to flavor the soup. “War is the hy¬ 
giene of the world; an army at 
peace is like a whore at mass.” 

For John Cusack, playing Max, 
bitter about the past and furious¬ 
ly determined that art will make a 
difference in the future, is the role 
of a lifetime. He’s utterly believ¬ 
able as a man who lets his mistress 
dress him after sex (“Half-man, 
half-doll: every women’s dream.”) 
He seeks to save the soul of a truly 
lost cause. A man who speaks 
without guile for lost causes is 
surely a man of our time, too. 

I hope that Hitler wasn’t the 
role that Noah Taylor was born to 
play, because he plays it frighten¬ 
ingly well. Watching newsreel 
films of Hitler massaging the G- 
spot of his fellow Deutschlanders, 
I’ve often wondered what the ef¬ 
fect would be of hearing the Ger¬ 
man words for blood and home¬ 
land rendered in the same demon¬ 
ic frenzy by an English-speaking 
actor. Now I know. Taylor’s hun¬ 
gry mouth grows ever larger as the 
film progresses, and his Hitler re¬ 
alizes that his art is turning small 
crowds into large mobs. You can 
almost feel the spit from his 
mouth touching your skin. 

After he’s failed Max’s chal¬ 
lenge to reinvent himself with a 
paintbrush, Taylor’s Hitler is con¬ 
fronted by a German Army officer 
with a different kind of proposi¬ 
tion. Through the fetid air of his 
unheated shed, you can see the 
whites of his eyes glow like the 
searchlights of some great, beast¬ 
like machine. 

If Taylor’s this good, where’s he 
been hiding? In plain sight, in 
roles like the young, Jewish David 
Helfgott, who collapses in a heap 
at the foot of his piano after play¬ 
ing the Rachmaninoff Piano Con¬ 
certo No. 3. Taylor did the heavy 
lifting that brought an Oscar to 
Geoffrey Rush in Shine. 

True Taylor fans remember 
him as the shy private-schoolboy 
Danny Embling in John Duigan’s 
coming-of-age masterpiece Flirt¬ 
ing. We see Danny being beaten 
across the butt by a sadistic head¬ 
master, whom Danny imagines 
wearing a Gestapo uniform. “Peo¬ 
ple wonder why Hitler managed 
to get so many followers. It’s never 
surprised me.” ▼

'Rocco and His Brothers' at the Roxie

I ! iscontiesque” doesn’t exactly 
i 1 trip off the tongue, and has¬ 
n’t entered the language as 
“Felliniesque” has. But Luchino 
Visconti’s movies are at least as 
distinctive as Fellini’s, even if 
they’re less well-known. He’s best 
remembered as a pioneer of neo¬ 
realism, and later a chronicler of 
corruption in individuals ( Death 
in Venice) and groups ( The 
Damned). And of course, there are 
those ever-welcome queer under¬ 
tones rippling through all his 
films, including the earliest, the 
1943 Ossessione [see story below]. 

Rocco and His Brothers (1960), 
now screening at the Roxie 
through Jan. 28 in a refurbished 
print with censored scenes re¬ 
stored, solidly occupies a middle- 
ground between the director’s ne¬ 
orealist impulses and his deca¬ 
dent/operatic tendencies, but 
there’s nothing middling about it. 
It’s one of the great Italian melo¬ 
dramas, an irresistibly over-the- 
top three-hour exploration of 
class war, personal downfall and 
redemption, mother love and 
brother love that fuel the family 
for better and worse. 

After the death of her hus¬ 
band, Rosaria Pardoni packs up 
four of her five sons and heads 
from peasant poverty in southern 
Italy to the sophisticated but scary 
north (Milan). The fifth son, Vin¬ 
cenzo, has already established 
himself there, and is not expect¬ 
ing company. The Pardonis are in¬ 
stantly recognizable, a pathetic 
but hopeful troupe hobbling 
through the streets in their coun¬ 
try clothes, clutching tattered suit¬ 
cases and bags of oranges, and en¬ 
during the ridicule of passersby. 

The film is artfully divided into 
five sections, each nominally de¬ 
voted to a different brother. But, 
typically, these are ultimately arbi¬ 
trary distinctions. With a drama 
this high-pitched and a family this 
close — and you won’t find a clos¬ 
er one without checking the incest 
records — each of their stories 
spills in and out of the other in the 
way of grand-scale epics. 

Garrulous, unsinkable matri¬ 
arch Rosaria (the great Greek ac¬ 
tress Katina Paxinou) keeps tight 


Neoreal thing 

Luchino Visconti's 
' Ossessione' out on DVD

Mg irector Luchino Visconti is 
rightly revered for his oper- 
- w atic studies of decadence 
among the upper crust, but homo 
audiences have found in him a 
particularly simpatico soul in 
purveying queer themes and 
characters. Gay imagery in his 
later work has become iconic in 
the world of queer culture. Auer¬ 
bach’s hopeless pursuit of the 
ideal in the form of a young boy 
in Death in Venice, Helmut Burg¬ 
er’s devastating Dietrich imitation 
in The Damned come to mind. 
What’s less known is that Viscon¬ 
ti quietly proclaimed his queer¬ 
ness and the lure of the homo¬ 


erotic from the very beginning of 
his career. This can be savored 
now thanks to a new DVD release 
of his first film, Ossessione. 

Ossessione (1942) was based on 
James M. Cain’s The Postman Al¬ 
ways Rings Twice, adapted from a 
typed translation given to him by 
Jean Renoir, who passed on the 
project. Happily, Renoir’s lack of 
interest paid off big for Visconti 
and for film fans. This Postman al¬ 
most single-handedly ushered in 
Italian neorealism, and didn’t 
stint on the homo subtext either. 
No wonder the powerful Church 
and the fascist censors tried to 
suppress the film — and in the 
case of the censors, destroyed 
what they thought was the only

control of the boys, at least initial¬ 
ly. Determined not to be smashed 
by poverty, she inspires them to 
upward mobility through sheer 
force of personality. And it takes a 
primal force like Rosaria to steer 
them through Milan’s teeming 
hell of looming tenements and 
bleak streets. 

Even mother love can’t assure 
this ragtag band success in the Big 
City. But the boys have their own 
weapons that will propel them far 
indeed: guts, grit, and matinee- 
idol good looks. 

Type cast 

Each of these sexy brothers 
represents a type — upright Ciro 
(Max Cartier), naive Simone, self- 
sacrificing Rocco (Alain Delon) 
— but Visconti, whose extensive 
experience as a stage director may 
have made him more than usual¬ 
ly sensitive to actors, elicits su¬ 
perbly gritty performances, guid¬ 
ing them out of the stereotype 
into full-bodied characterizations. 

The boys (and Rosaria) do find 
success, but the price is high. They 
finagle their way into a ram¬ 
shackle apartment, but end up 
alienating Vincenzo, whose fi¬ 
ancee’s family refuses to take them 
in. Simone becomes a successful 
boxer but also a drunk, a thief, 
and a rapist. Ciro gets steady work 
in a car factory, to the joy of 
Rosaria and the disgust of Si¬ 
mone. To his mother’s horror, Si¬ 
mone takes up with a whore, 
Nadia (Annie Girardot), who falls 
in love with Rocco, widening the 
rift between the devoted brothers. 
And so it goes, toward the in¬ 
evitable tragedy. 

Some of the most powerful 
scenes in Rocco are the ones that 
by most reckonings shouldn’t 
work. Viewers used to seeing 
Delon’s super-cool persona of the 
’60s will be alarmed, though ulti¬ 
mately moved, by his screaming 
hysterics in the penultimate scene, 
when he’s forced to face some 
grim truths about Simone. This is 
one of the defining “operatic” 
scenes in all of Visconti’s work, 
with the characters almost dia- 
grammatically choreographed 
and their screaming fits — alter¬ 
nating with brooding silences — 
practically arias. That it’s gen¬ 
uinely affecting is a tribute to the 


director’s meticulous character 
development. 

Homoeroticism is blessedly 
rampant throughout. Someone 
once said that Visconti “cast with 
his dick,” though unfortunately 
there’s no footage of this process 
taking place. Still, the parade of 
gorgeous male flesh, the lingering 
close-ups on these men who are 
still somehow boys, gives the film 
a sensuality that sets it apart from 
other films of the period. When 
Simone, who has the unmistak¬ 
able whiff of rough trade, takes a 
shower after a boxing match, it’s a 
toss-up who’s doing the heaviest 
cruise on his hunky form: the 
camera, as directed by Visconti; or 
the blatantly queer impresario 
who’s “taken an interest” in Si¬ 
mone and his ample “natural 
gifts.” The relationship of Rocco 
and Simone also plumbs the 
depths of homoerotic attachment, 
and Rocco’s anguish at Simone’s 
increasingly disastrous life — at 
one point he’s a virtual rent boy 
— is one of the most moving ele¬ 
ments in the film. 

Annie Girardot’s prostitute 
Nadia also shows Visconti’s re¬ 
fusal to sugarcoat his vision. Her 
spiral from charismatic and self- 
assured cynic to bitter victim, ru¬ 
ined as much by the boys’ unnat¬ 
ural devotion to each other as by 
the exigencies of her lifestyle, is a 
sight to behold. And one the cen¬ 
sors preferred not to behold. 

Queer Marxist aristocrat Vis¬ 
conti had enormous problems 
with Italy’s homophobic, reality-

phobic government and church. 
The powers-that-be weren’t exact¬ 
ly thrilled that Rocco was un¬ 
abashedly documenting the des¬ 
perate shift in population from the 
south, with its crushing poverty, to 
the north, which was threatening 
to sink under the weight of all 
those emigrants. Visconti was de¬ 
nied promised permits, forced to 


shoot in unsuitable locations, and 
humiliated when deep cuts were 
made and scenes darkened to ob¬ 
scure the action. And it couldn’t 
have pleased the director that 
Rocco’s troubles were credited with 
inspiring authorities to attack less 
fierce films that came later, includ¬ 
ing Fellini’s La Dolce Vita and An¬ 
tonioni’s VAwentura. ▼

marks of Daniels’ Handel, are ide¬ 
ally captured on this disc. 

I’m of the school that there is 
no bad Handel, only better Han¬ 
del, and, inevitably, Daniels does 
his best work in Handel’s best, 
particularly the arias from 
Theodora and Saul. Nicholas 
McGegan has made both works 
familiar turf for Bay Area audi¬ 
ences, but Daniels finds depths in 
them that McGegan’s singers 
missed. The exception is “He was 
despised,” from Messiah, which 
Daniels sings well enough but as 
if he’s sung it too often (which he 
probably has). 

The “news” on this fine CD is 
neither Daniels nor his conductor, 
John Nelson, but the Ensemble 
Orchestral de Paris, a superb band 
that bolsters Paris’ position as the 
world’s current capital of early 
music. They’re no Les Talens 
Lyrique, but they’re as good as it 
gets this side of Christophe Rous- 
set’s ace ensemble. 

Daniels’ recordings speak for 
themselves eloquently. I’ve never 
had the privilege of hearing his 
Julius Caesar in the house, but I 
have no doubt that it’s as great as 
everyone says. Still, this CD re¬ 
minds me of what I miss in his 
Handel recordings (though I hear 
them both on his new CD of the 
Britten Canticles ): pathos and sex. 
The Semele arias on this CD re¬ 
mind me of one of Daniels’ truly 
great predecessors, Jeffrey Gall, 
who sang them in the famous 
Carnegie Hall Semele for the Han¬ 
del tercentenary. In a Peter Sellars 
production preserved on DVD, 
Gall’s Caesar found degrees of 
pathos in the third act that re¬ 
minded me of Jon Vickers’ third- 
act Tristan. Does Daniels do that? 

Anyway, I want more sexual 
frisson than I hear (and believe 
Handel wrote) in David’s arias in 
Saul, where many forms of male 
love and jealousy lurk and leap 
about. 

Fun with Farinelli 

The latest hot girl in pants on 
the Baroque mezzo scene is Alas¬ 
ka-born Vivica Genaux. Her new 
Arias for Farinelli (Harmonia 
Mundi) shows an artist at consid¬ 
erable remove from her predeces¬ 
sors in this repertoire a generation 
ago. Genaux boasts a rich, vivid

instrument with an individual 
timbre that, while it makes judi¬ 
cious and deliberate use of vibra¬ 
to, also never shies away from it 
when it has expressive uses. 
There’s both character and per¬ 
sonality (different things) in her 
singing, which bodes well for a ca¬ 
reer whose repertoire already ex¬ 
tends well into the bel canto (in¬ 
cluding a Rosina in The Barber of 
Seville at the Met). 

The fun of the Farinelli CD, 
featuring the Akademie fur Alte 
Musik under Rene Jacobs, is pre¬ 
cisely the repertoire. The most fa¬ 
miliar composer on it, Baldassare 
Galuppi, is represented by a (sen¬ 
sational) instrumental work only! 
The rest of the arias, all fascinat¬ 
ing and superbly sung, are by Por- 
pora, Hasse, Broschi, and Gia- 
comelli. The only reason we think 
of them as second-string today is 
that the first string included Han¬ 
del, Rameau, Vivaldi, the two 
Scarlattis and their ilk. This CD is 
well worth investigating. 

The historical castrato Farinel¬ 
li is perhaps best-known now as 
one of Handel’s own preferred

singers. That reminded me that 
Genaux also sings the title 
(trouser) role on the Alan Curtis- 
led CD of Handel’s Arminio that I 
mentioned, briefly, late last year. 
Curtis has an uncanny knack of 
finding voices in their delectable 
first blush, and in this live 
Arminio, he catches Genaux a 
telling two years before the Jacobs 
recording. It’s a commanding, 
versatile, absorbing performance 
by both singer and conductor of a 
fascinating opera that keeps grow¬ 
ing on me. It sounds like a better, 
more individual, even important 
work at each hearing. ▼

I t’s actually startling how quick¬ 
ly contemporary audiences 
have adjusted to the gender- 
fuck of Baroque opera, where 
boys will be boys — and so will 
the girls and the eunuchs. Only a 
generation ago, the tomboys (out¬ 
side Der Rosenkavalier) singing 
male roles and countertenors 
singing in head voice sparked gig¬ 
gles and sideways glances in all 
but diehard historical performa- 
niacs. Sheer economics has prob¬ 
ably caused the recent decline in 
the number of countertenors at 
work today, but the survivors are a 
remarkable lot. In a development 
that could never have happened 
in the Baroque era, when fans 
were fan-atics, there’s near-uni¬ 
versal agreement that David 
Daniels is, er, the top. His open¬ 
ness about being gay (not all 
countertenors are, BTW) seems 
only to have enhanced his reputa¬ 
tion. 

If his new CD, Handel Orato¬ 
rio Arias (Virgin Classics), isn’t

likely to win him new fans, it may 
only be because there are no more 
to win. Anyone who’s inclined to 
buy this CD at all surely knows 
about Daniels, whose vocal 
virtues are on abundant display in 
these 13 arias from six oratorios. 
The creamy legato, careful atten¬ 
tion to word values, and uncanny 
ability to switch from the most in-

Telemann: Flute Concertos 
Emmanuel Pahud, flute; Berliner 
Barock Solisten, Rainer Kuss- 
maul (EMI Classics) 

11 his delightful recording 
shows why Swiss-French 
flautist Emmanuel Pahud 
has so rapidly ascended to the top 
of his profession: he possesses a 
radiant, effortless tone married to 
impeccable taste and flawless 
technique. 

The handsome Pahud, who 
turns 33 on January 27, won top 
prizes in numerous competitions 
before becoming the principal 
flautist of the Berlin Philharmon¬ 
ic Orchestra under Claudio Abba- 
do from 1993 to 2000, a post to 
which he has recently returned. 
Before that, he was principal 
flautist with the Basel Radio Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra under Nello 
Santi from 1989-92, and briefly 
with the Munich Philharmonic 
Orchestra under Sergiu Celi¬ 
bidache. He is the only flautist in 
the world currently under con¬ 
tract with a major label. 

In choosing five flute concertos 
by Baroque composer Georg 
Philipp Telemann (1681-1767), 
Pahud has found ideal vehicles to 
display his fluid playing. Written 
over a period of more than 20 
years, most of this music bubbles 
over with melodic invention. 
There’s a joie de vivre to Tele¬ 
mann’s writing for flute, with 
rapid passages designed to show 
off a soloist’s technical facility and 
capacity for ornamentation. 

Among the concertos on the 
disc are the E major, in which the 
flute partners with the soft-toed 
oboe d'amore and viola d’amore, 
and the A major (admired by 
Handel), in which the flute is 
joined by violin and cello. Some¬ 
times, as in the Concerto for Two 
Flutes, the flutes of Pahud and 
Jacques Zoon echo each other; in 
other works, Pahud’s instrument 
takes the primary role. Every¬ 
where there is a melodic grace 
that distinguishes Telemann’s 


writing from that of numerous 
Baroque wannabes. 

Of particular interest is the 
Concerto for Flute, Strings and 
Continuo in G. Until reconstruct¬ 
ed in 2000 by Arn Aske and Urike 
Feld, this 1721 work was pre¬ 
served in only one badly damaged 
manuscript copy of the parts, and 
considered unplayable. There 
were many pin-sized holes where 
the acid in the ink had attacked 
the paper, the writing on left- 
hand pages bled into the right- 
hand ones, and the continuo part 
that supplies the concerto’s har¬ 
monic foundation in places 
lacked whole bars and even parts 
of pages. The reconstruction 
makes for joyful listening. 

Pahud receives excellent sup¬ 
port from the Berliner Barock 
Solisten (Berlin Baroque Soloists). 
Founded in 1995 by members of 
the Berlin Philharmonic and well- 
known figures in Berlin’s early 
music community, its members 
perform with stylistic authentici¬ 
ty on mostly old but modernized 
instruments or copies. The sound 
is quite clear, with the extra rever¬ 
beration around Pahud’s clarinet 
adding to its ethereal qualities.

! | eing ridiculous is some¬ 
thing most avoid. Charles 
Ludlam, however, made it 
his life’s work, and triumphed. In 
his new biography, Ridiculous! 
The Theatrical Life and Times of 
Charles Ludlam (Applause), 
David Kaufman conjures the un¬ 
usual degree to which Ludlam’s 
life and work in the theatre mixed. 
“Ludlam lived a life that encapsu¬ 
lated and helped engender the im¬ 
pulses and upheavals of his time,” 
says Kaufman of the playwright, 
director, star performer and the¬ 
atre troupe leader. 

Ludlam began his theatre in 
1967, when he was fired from his 
own play. Undaunted, he formed 
his own theatre troupe, which 
eventually came to be called the 
Ridiculous Theatrical Company. 
“Almost everyone who performed 
with Charles in the early years, 
certainly every male, had sex with 
him,” Kaufman offers as an exam¬ 
ple of how Ludlam’s life and work 
co-mingled. “In fact, Charles only 
half-jokingly told a couple of peo¬ 
ple that it was so hard for him to 
run the company because he had 
to sleep with them all to get them 
on board.” 

Kaufman’s comprehensive bi¬ 
ography traces Ludlam’s life from 
childhood on Long Island to the 
New York Times page-one news of 
his death from AIDS at age 44 in 
1987. The book’s core expertly ex¬ 
plores the rise of his outrageous 
Ridiculous Theatrical Company 
‘"from their early days, playing porn 
theatres and gay bars in New York 
City in the 1960s to their ultimate 
success as a highly acclaimed if 
off-kilter repertory theatre. 

Under Ludlam’s obsessive con-

negative; the savvy filmmaker had 
squirreled away a duplicate that 
became the basis for later prints. 

Visconti came from Italian 
royalty and grew up in privilege, 
but he was also an irrepressible 
Marxist who could present the 
lives of the poor and exploited 
with enormous authority. Osses• 
sione's wandering hero, Gino 
(Massimo Girotti), travels what 
would become well-trod territory 
through the next decade, the 
bleak road of the “neoreal” 
marked by themes of impoverish¬ 
ment; despair, murder, sexual can¬ 
dor, and of course a femme fatale 
who leads him far astray. But Os- 
sessione also presents a near-queer 
romance that resonates almost as 
powerfully as the driving hetero 
“obsession” of Gino and Giovan- 
na (Clara Calamai). 

Lust light 

Gino is the first of many Vis¬ 
conti hunks, a gorgeous dreamy- 
eyed drifter lovingly surveyed, in¬ 
deed practically cruised, by the 
camera. Giovanna is sick to death 
of the older fat man she married 
only to escape poverty and pros¬ 
titution, and when Gino arrives, 
she, along with certain audience 
members, lights up with lust. Vis¬ 
conti perfectly captures this mu¬ 
tual longing in their furtive 
steamy encounters barely out of 
view of her hubby. 

But something’s not quite 
right. Giovanna’s desperation is 
too extreme, making her flirt with

trol as playwright, director and star 
performer, the troupe of bohemi¬ 
an players combined the kitsch 
with the sublime, the glitter with 
the garbage, and the recondite with 
the obvious to forge a serious yet 
salacious style that the apt term 
Ridiculous just begins to hint at. 
The 29 plays Ludlam wrote for the 
company over the next two 
decades received widespread praise 
and support during his lifetime, 
and today, his two-actor, quick- 
change, penny-dreadful-inspired 
The Mystery of Irma Vep stands as 
one of the most produced plays in 
the world, and the longest-running 
in the history of Brazil. 

A brief biography of the biog¬ 
rapher: David Kaufman was born 
and raised in Ohio. He graduated 
from Boston University and 
moved to New York City in 1976, 
when he began working for St. 
Martin’s Press. He quickly became 
a regular theatre and book re¬ 


discovery, while Gino seems too 
weak to resist her and the dangers 
she represents. Visconti offers an 
unusual alternative possibility in 
the form of a handsome stranger 
who drifts into Gino’s life just as 
he drifted into Giovanna’s. 

Spagnolo (Elio Marcuso) sub¬ 
sidizes Gino’s first escape from 
Giovanna. Gino is on the train 
but lacks the money to pay, so 
Spagnolo offers, and the two be¬ 
come friends and fellow travelers. 
Spagnolo’s homosexuality is bla¬ 
tantly portrayed considering the 
time and circumstance (fascist 
Italy) in which the film was made. 
This relationship ripples with lov¬ 
ing glances, but goes farther. In 
one scene, they’re in bed together 
and Spagnolo lights a cigarette, 
holding the match over Gino’s 
face and studying it with unmis¬ 
takable adoration. Visconti pre¬ 
sents Spagnolo as an alternative, a 
superior one at that, to the chaos 
that Giovanna represents, though 
historically the time was not right 
for Gino to make the choice, even 
if it meant saving himself. Viscon¬ 
ti would be more upfront later in 
films like Rocco and His Brothers, 
The Damned, and Death in Venice. 
Still, there’s almost as much elec¬ 
tricity between these two poten¬ 
tial male lovers as there is between 
the heterosexual ones. 

The homo subtext is far from 
the only lure of Ossessione. It’s a 
wrenching study of a doomed ro¬ 
mantic triangle that destroys 
everyone involved, played by a su¬ 
perb cast against gorgeous north¬ 
ern Italian locations. The queer 
icing just makes this already tasty 
cake that much more satisfying. ▼ 


viewer for publications including 
The New York Times, The Nation 
and The Village Voice. Kaufman 
lives with Ken Geist, his partner of 
the past 12 years. Geist is also a 
biographer and has written a 
book on film auteur Joseph L. 
Mankiewicz. Ludlam biography 
complete, Kaufman is now toying 
with the idea of writing a biogra¬ 
phy of a performer he feels 
wrongly ridiculed, Doris Day. 

The Ludlam biography project 
began by chance for Kaufman. An 
editor at Interview magazine want¬ 
ed a story to coincide with the 
publication of Ludlam’s complete 
plays in 1989. The writer assigned 
could not commit, and Kaufman 
got a call. His article sparked inter¬ 
est from a book publisher. While 
he had seen and reviewed several 
of Ludlam’s plays and met him 
once in passing, Kaufman had 
never considered a biography. Add 
12 years of research plus interviews 
with over 150 people, and a biog¬ 
raphy is born. 

“Many people conveyed to me 
that Ludlam was the first genius 
they had met, and that he would 
also be the last. He helped define 
for them what genius was. They 
recognized that what he was 
doing was different and signifi¬ 
cant.”

I ’ve been telling people about Kevin 
Killian for a long time, and finally 
folks are starting to pay attention. 
Not that they didn’t before, but for 
years and years his fiercely devoted au¬ 
dience remained almost subterranean. 
Things have changed. Now Killian is 
the reigning icon of the queer literary- 
arts scene, the poet/novelist who more 
than anyone deserves to wear the man¬ 
tle of “Allen Ginsberg Poet Supreme,” 
or some such noble garb; it could be a 
faux ermine cape; he’d look great 
wearing it around his shoulders, which 
confidently carry the burden of having 
reinvigorated and continuing to main¬ 
tain the once-moribund poetry scene 
in San Francisco. Hundreds of 
younger poets and more than a few of 
his peers have ridden his coattails, and 
many continue to do so, yet his pace 
never falters; if anything it keeps gath¬ 
ering momentum. Killian should be 
crowned with a wreath of thorns, so 
ennobling have been his sacrifices on 
the altars of Poetry and Truth. 

Nowhere has fGllian’s impact been 
felt more keenly than at Small Press 
Traffic, the super with-it/visionary 
outfit that maintains a very active Lit¬ 
erary Arts Center at CCAC, the Cal¬ 
ifornia College of Arts and Crafts, at 
the foot of Potrero Hill (111 Eighth St., 
just off the intersection of 16th & Wis¬ 
consin). Killian’s years of volunteering 
ar SPT had much to do with poetry’s 
re-emergence as a force hereabouts. 
Killian’s particular contribution to the 
scene includes his passion for Poets’ 
Theater, where poets themselves and 
their artsy-fartsy friends act out dra¬ 
mas stitched, stapled or welded to¬ 
gether out of cut-ups, rhymes, son¬ 
nets, quatrains, prose or whatever 
means they choose in order to move 
their audience. 

This Friday and Saturday nights, 
January 24 & 25, Killian and Karla 
Milosevich debut Love Can Build a 
Bridge at Small Press Traffic’s 
“Poets’ Theater Jamboree 2003.” 
It’s another sleepy delta day in Marfa 
Texas, the site of the famous mystery 
lights and the home of Donald Judd’s 
art farm in West Texas. The great 
American minimalist has died, and his 
survivors gather together to hear his 
will read in the town’s one bar, Roy’s 
Cotton Club. It’s a tale of conceptual 
art, country music, long-ago feuds, 
and present day shamanism. The piece 
features Laurie Reid, Jocelyn Saiden- 
berg, Bob Linder, Kota Ezawa, Yedda 
Morrison, George Kuchar, Cliff 
hengst, Ann McGuire, Scott Hewicker, 
Craig Goodman, Norma Cole, Gerald 
Corbin, Wendy Kramer, Rex Ray and 
Wayne Smith. 

Also on the bill that night will the 
be the world premiere of Cecilia 
Dougherty’s Kevin and Cedar , a re¬ 
vealing video portrait of SF bohemia, 
in which Killian and Cedar Sigo play 
themselves as Paul Verlaine and Arthur 
Rimbaud, trapped in a destructive af¬ 
fair in an untidy SoMa apartment. 
Cedar Sigo, raised on the Suquamish 
Reservation near Seattle, studied at the 
Jack Kerouac School of Disembodied 
Poetics. 

The Jamboree continues on Friday, 
January 31 with an evening of short 
plays beginning at 7:30pm, and con¬ 
cludes with a second evening of short 
plays on Friday, February 7. For full

. econstructing the tradition of 
I beauty pageants is a task best 
•< left to Camille Paglia. British 
author Keith Lovegrove wisely re¬ 
sorts to a more superficial survey in 
his new coffee-table tome, Pageant. 
Beginning with a brief history of 
beauty pageants, Lovegrove takes a 
stroll 'through! am-assortment of 
both traditional and alternative 
pageants, assisted by 250 historic 
and contemporary photographs 
which speak more eloquently than 
Lovegrove’s terse prose. 

There is a decidedly British 
bias to Pageant, with many of the 
featured pageants of British ori¬ 
gin. These include Miss World, 



the Mr. Gay UK, Miss Lesbian, Al¬ 
ternative Miss World, Miss Nude 
UK, and Miss India UK. The cu¬ 
riously moralistic tone of Ameri¬ 
can beauty pageants is under¬ 
scored by the chapter heading, 
“God Bless the American 


Pageant.” But the major player in 
international beauty contests, 
Venezuela, is conspicuously ab¬ 
sent from Lovegrove’s work, and 
this is a major oversight. 

There is little text in this pub¬ 
lication, but it doesn’t really mat¬ 
ter, since the real treasures of 
Pageant are the photos. My per¬ 
sonal favorites are the porn-in¬ 
spired publicity still for a Mr. Gay 
UK competitor, and the 1955 
photo of Geene Courtney, Zion 
Meat Products’ Queen of Nation¬ 
al Hot Dog Week. The smiling Ms. 
Courtney appears wearing a 
crown of kielbasa, with a neck¬ 
lace, bracelets, and skirt com¬ 
posed of frankfurters and sausage. 
Keith Lovegrove’s Pageant doesn’t 
reveal anything new, but the au¬ 
thor covers the basics with good 
cheer and a keen eye for the 
ridiculous. ▼
